Liberal Appropriations for 
Means of Warfare.

Fish a Steac^j Article of Legisla­ 
tive Diet, 


The week in Congre'8 has been rem ark­ 
ably fruitful in legislation, and will be 
Doted for tho readiness with which money 
has been voted for tho national defences. 
Guns, shins and arm or have been provided 
Tor on a lavish scalo. 
Monday.—in the Senate, Mr. Hawley 
moved to proceed to the consideration or 
the bill to encourage the m anufacture of 
steel for modern arm y ordnance, armor 
and other arm y purposes, and to provide 
heavy ordnance adapted to modern army 
warfare. He said lie was pushed forward 
to It by the com m ittee on cc ast delences, 
the com m ittee on m ilitary affairs and tAjo 
general sentim ent of the Senate, he be­ 
lieved, and of the country. Toe bill was 
passed 
w ithout a division. 
It provides 
I#,OOO,OOO for the p u r p le of providing 
heavy guns, arm or and coast fortifications. 
Tho Senate ttaon took up arm passed the 
bill to encourage the m anufacture of steel 
for m odern naval ordnance, arm or, shaft­ 
ing and other naval purposes, and to pro­ 
vide heavy ordnance adapted to modern 
naval w artare. The gun factory is to be at 
the W ashington Navy Yard. 
Tim Senate then resumed consideration 
of the Eads T ehuantepec hill. and Mr. Mor­ 
gan continued his speech in support of it. 
At the close of Mr, M organ’s speech, 
which incidentally was a tail-tw ister for 
the B ritish lion, the Senate w ent into se­ 
cret session, and, when tho doors were re­ 
opened, adjourned 
In the House, under tho call of States the 
following bills, etc., were introduced aud 
referred : 
By Mr. Morrow of C alifornia—To irw reaio the 
naval establishm ent and to protect th e harbors 
of New York an a .San Fraaclsco. It appropriates 
01,000.000 for th e construction of two ram s after 
th e m odel of tho m arine ram recom m ended by 
R ear A dm iral Am m en, to have a speed of at 
least fifteen knots an hour. 
By Mr. H anback of K ansas—For tho erection of 
a hom e for th e widows and children of deceased 
soldier*. 
By Mr. Reed of M aine- T hat any vessel of for­ 
eign nationality or ow nership w ithin the m eaning 
of th e term “vessel,” as defined It. section 3, R e­ 
vised S tatutes, found engaged in taking fish of 
any kind w ithin th ree m arine m iles of any of Hie 
m arine coasts, bars, creeks or harbors of the 
U nited S tates, or w ithin lake or riv er w aters of 
th e U nited S tates, shall be liable to seizure and 
fo rfeitu re, and to proceedings to enforce said for­ 
feitu re. And any person em ployed in or w ith such 
vessel found taking fish of any kind in such wa­ 
ters shall be liable to fine of jet) for every such 
offence, aud said penalty shall bo a lien upon the 
vessel in connection w ith w hich such person is 
em ployed, to recover w hich penalty such vessel 
shall be subieot to libel. 
T hat tho penalties and 
fo rfeitu res herein described may be rem itted or 
m itigated by the secretary of tile treasury, w hen 
in cu rred w ithout w ilful disregard of law, under 
such regulations and modos of ascertaining the 
facts as may seem to bim advisable. 
By M r. Rico of M assachusetts—(.'ailing on the 
secretary of state for correspondence relative te 
V enezuelan claim s. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois moved to suspend 
the rules and pass the Senate bill, with an 
am endm ent In tile n atu re of a substitute, 
supplem ental to tile Bowman ant referring 
private claim s to the Court of Claims. Lost 
—76 to 75. 
Mr. Hayne of Pennsylvania moved to sus- 
fiend the rules and pass tho Banate bill fix- 
ng the salaries ot the judges of United 
States D istrict Courts at *6000. 
I ost—yeas 
144. nays 1 0 9 —not the necessary two-thirds. 
Adjourned. 
P r o te c t in g th e M a c k e r e l F ish e r y . 
T u e sd a y . —In th e Senate, Mr. Ingalls pre­ 
sented a m em orial of citizens of New Lex­ 
ington, O., asking the initiation of negotia­ 
tions 
for 
tho 
acquisition of 
Canada. 
Referred to th e com m ittee on foreign rela­ 
tions. The Senate Dill for securing statis­ 
tics of the value of the vessel fisheries of 
the U nited States was taken up and passed. 
Tho House hill relating to tho im porting 
and landiujaof m ackerel caught during 
the spaw ning season was taken up. Argu­ 
m ents were made against the bill by Messrs. 
Baulsbury, M cPherson and Miller. 
Tbs 
latter characterized it as an ingenious New 
E ngland device to prevent m ackerel fish­ 
ing anyw here except off the coasts of Mas­ 
sachusetts and Maine, principally Maine. It 
was to give to New E ngland a monopoly of 
the m ackeral fisheries. It was putting up 
a fence in the A tlantic ocean for three 
m onths of the year for the benefit of Maine 
and M assachusetts fisherm en, at the ex­ 
pense of the people, who would have to pay 
from 6 0 to 200 per cent. higher for fresh 
m ackerel, because the bill would cut oft 
half the catch. He asked why the bill had 
been brought forward. 
Mr. 
Palm er replied th a t the bill vShs 
brought forward at the instance of the men 
engaged in the m ackerel fishery, and who 
represented 4 0 0 vessels and 6 0 0 0 se.vmon, 
whose business had become unprofitable on 
account of early purse seine fishing, so th at 
they were willing to sell their vessels and 
equipm ents at nom 
twenty-five to fifty 
cents on the dollar. 
These m en have tes­ 
tified before the com m ittee th a t w ithout 
some such legislation th e m ackerel fishery 
of tho N ortheast would be destroyed en­ 
tirely, and instead of having cheap fish 
food the people would have dear fish food. 
Messrs, Dawes. Hale, Frye and Hoar hotly 
denied th a t it was a bill to create a monop­ 
oly for New England fishermen, as Mr. 
Sewell of New Jersey claim ed. 
On m otion of Mr. Hoar an am endm ent 
was adopted postponing the period when 
the bill is to take effeot from M arch 1,1887. 
lo March I, 1888. 
W ithout disclosing of the bill the Senate 
went into secret session, and 
later ad­ 
journed 
In d e m n ify in g th e C h in e se . 
In the House, under th e special order, the 
floor was accorded to the com m ittee on for­ 
eign affairs, and the Honse w ent into com­ 
m ittee of the whole on the Senate bill to in­ 
dem nify certain subjects of tho Chinese 
em pire for losses sustained by the violence 
of a mob at Rock Springs, Wy. T., on Sep­ 
tem ber 2, 1886. The respective m erits of 
the Senate bill, whioli provides for the as­ 
certainm ent of the losses incurred, and the 
House bill, which m akes a direct appropri­ 
ation of $147,748, were discussed. 
The House bill was substituted for the 
Senate bill—101 to os—and, as so am ended, 
the bill was reported to th e House ami 
passed. 
The House passed the Senate bill prohibit­ 
ing the im portation of opium into the 
U nited States by any subject of the em pire 
of China. 
The House passed th e bill to carry into 
effect 
the 
international convention 
of 
March 4, 1884, for the protection of sub­ 
m arine cables. It m akes the breaking of a 
cable wilfully or through culpable neglect 
a m isdem eanor, punishable by fine or im ­ 
prisonm ent. 
Mr. McCreary o f K entucky called u d the 
bill authorizing the President of the United 
States to arrange a conference for the pur­ 
pose of prom oting arbitration aud encour­ 
aging 
reciprocal 
com m ercial 
relations 
between the U nited States of America and 
the republics of Mexico, C entral and South 
Am erica and the em pire o f Brazil. 
Pending action tho House took a recess 
until 7.80. At th e evening session eulog es 
Upon the 
lite 
R epresentatives Beach, 
Dowdney and Arnot were delivered. 
W ednesday.—The Senate gave itself up 
to the duty of eulogizing th e late Senator 
Logan, a report of which will be found else­ 
where. 
B ig G irns a n d G r e a t O b je c to r s. 
The speaker laid before th e Honse a Sen­ 
ate bill lo encourage th e m anufacture of 
steel for m odern naval ordnance and other 
naval purposes, and to provide heavy ord­ 
nance adapted to m odern naval warfare. 
Mr. Reed of Maine asked unanim ous con­ 
sent for the im m ediate consideration of the 
b in 
Mr. Holm an of Indiana objected, and a 
w rangle ensued, which ended in the bill 
being referred to the com m ittee on appro­ 
priations. 
Tile Senate bill providing for the m anu­ 
facture of ordnance and providing for coast 
fortifications, introduced 
in 
the upper 
cham ber by Senator Howler, was also laid 
before the House, aud referred to the appro­ 
priations com m ittee. 
The House then resum ed the considera­ 
tion of the bill changing the mode of com­ 
pensation to United States district atto r­ 
neys, m arshals and commissioners. 
Mr. Rogers of Arkansas made a sharp on­ 
slaught upon the m easure, declaring th a t it 
was loosely and crudely prepared, picking 
out flaws in various provisions. 
Mr. Gibson of W est V irginia intim ated 
th at the gentlem an’s opposition arose from 
the fact th a t tho compensation of the offi­ 
cers in his district was interfered with. 
Pending action the m orning hour ex­ 
pired. 
Mr. O’Neill of Missouri m ade an attem pt 
to call ap the letter carrier eight-hour bill, 
but was unsuccessful, and th e House w ent 


into com m ittee of the whole on the diplo­ 
m atic aud consular bill. After some debate 
the com m ittee rose. 
Public business was then suspended, and 
tile House proceeded to the consideration 
of resolutions relative to the death of W. T. 
Price, late a representative from Wiscon­ 
sin. 
Eulogist!" addresses were tnado by 
Messrs. Caswell an I Thomas of Wisconsin, 
Petti bone, liudd, Hendeison of Iowa aud 
Breckinridge of K entucky, and then the 
House, as a m ark of respect to the memory 
of the deceased, adjourned.

T h u r s d a y .—In the Senate, the presiding 
officer presented '‘resolutions of a joint con­ 
vention of the houses of tho General As­ 
sembly of Indiana” (tho Republican m em ­ 
bers), protesting against the validity of the 
election of David lu rp ie as United States 
senator. 
Referred to the com m ittee on 
privileges and elections. 
Also a message 
front the House of Representatives w ith a 
substitute for the Chinese indem nity bill. 
Mr. Hale, from Ute com m ittee on naval 
affairs, reported bauk the bill for tho pur­ 
chase of John Ericsson’s Destroyer, and it 
was referred to tho com m ute on appropria­ 
tions. 
The Senate resum ed consideration of the 
House bill relating to the im porting mid 
landing of m ackerel during the spawning 
season. 
Mr. Miller renewed his attack upon the 
hill. ridiculing the idea that the fishermen 
who favored it did so as philantnropists. 
lie moved to am end by m aking the bill 
take effect on tho 1st of July (instead of 
March), 1888. Rejected. 
The hill was then passed—yeas, 34; nays. 
l l . The negative votes were: Bl nek burn, 
Call, Eustis, E vans, Benn i, Miller, Bauls­ 
bury. Sewell, Vance, Van Wyck and W al­ 
thall. 
A com m ittee of conference was ordered, 
and Messrs. Palm er, Gray and H ale were 
appointed. 
The bill as passed reads as follows: 
T hat for tho period of five year* from and after 
the first day of M arch, 1888, no m ackeel, caught 
betw een tho first day of M arch and the first day 
of Ju n e, inclusive, of each year, (hull be tm 
ported into th e U nited S tates or landed upon it 
shore*. 
P rovided, how ever, th a t nothing in thi* act 
altun be held to apply to m ackerel caught w ith 
I ook and line from boats and landed iu said 
boats, or in traps and w eirs connected w ith the 
shore. 
Section 2. T hat section 4321 of the Revised 
S tatutes is Amended fo r the period of five years 
aforesaid, so us to n a il beforo tile last sentence 
as follow s: 
“ This license does not g ran t tho right to fish 
for m ackerel, other th an for w hat is know n as 
Spanish m ackerel, betw een the first day of M arch 
and the first day of June, inclusive, of this year.” 
Or. In lieu of the foregoing, there shall be In­ 
serted so m uch of said period of tim e as may re ­ 
m ain unexpired under this act. 
Section a. T hat the penalty for the violation 
or attem p ted violation of a vessel of this country 
be tlic fo rfeiture to the U nited Stales, according 
to law, of th e m ackerel im ported or landed, or 
sought to be im ported or landed. 
Section 4. T hat al! laws in conflict w ith this 
law are hereby repealed. 


T h e T o Ii im et epee (.'anal P r o je c t, 
The Senate then resum ed the considera­ 
tion of the Eads Tebuenter® c bill, and was 
addressed by Mr. Gibson in support of it. 
Mr. Hoar spoke in favor of the bill as one 
of the m ost im portant steps th at the Ameri­ 
can people had taken for a generation, and 
of which the prize was to be tho control of 
the m arkets of the world. After stating 
the course of commerce iu the past and in 
the present, he said th a t hereafter com ­ 
merce was to seek direct paths although 
continents had to be severed. There wore 
two routes eastw ard and westward. 
Uno 
through the M editerranean Sea had 
al­ 
ready out Asia and A trica in tw ain, and 
passed out to the Red Sea, crossing the an­ 
cient track of the Israelites, to the Indian 
< >coan. The other (not yet open) was to 
divide the Am erican continent in N icara­ 
gua,In Panam a, or (if today’s work was well 
done; at Tehuantepec, 
lf tho United States 
could hold on to lier m anufacturing inde­ 
pendence and get her place in the m arkets 
of Asia aud South America, she woald try 
conclusions with G reat Britain as to com­ 
m ercial supremacy. 
Vast as the odds in 
favor of England were, it was no presum p­ 
tion and no idle boast to declare th a t the 
well-paid laborof Am erica would succeed in 
w resting th at suprem acy from England. 
And n ow agreat Inventor andengineer asked 
the co operation of Congress in a plan which 
til it succeeded) would go lar toward accom­ 
plishing that desire. 
Certainly the pro­ 
posal should receive serious consideration. 
lf it were practicable it would solve a diffi­ 
cult international problem. It would shake 
oil all Die fetters of the Clayton-Bulwor 
treaty. It would bring Asia and South 
America close to the American people. 
It 
would bring California and Oregon closer 
to Europe. It would be a vast saving aud a 
vast advantage to Am erican commerce. It 
was not the proposition of an adventurer— 
Captain Eads staked upon it a fam e gained 
by two of Hie greatest engineering feats of 
the age. Ile wished to disclaim the sug­ 
gestion made the other day by Senator 
Morgan, th a t the Gadsden treaty of 1853 
was still in force and could be enforced on 
Mexico; also, tile 
suggestion 
th at the 
Cluyton-Bulwer treaty had expired through 
lapse of tim e. 
Both these 
propositions 
were encountered by tho declaration of 
the Am erican governm ent 
through its 
secretaries of slate, from 
Mr. 
Calhoun 
him self (Town to Mr. Blaine, and which 
stopped tho Am erican governm ent irotn 
asserting either of those propositions. Ho 
held th a t the theory of the Cfayton-Bulwer 
treaty (as applied to the location of the 
N icaragua canal) was the only theory con­ 
sistent w ith the true interests of the U nited 
States. 
W tthont 
finishing his 
argum ent, Mr. 
Hoar yielded to a m otion to adjourn. 


A t t a c k on th e D ip lo m a tic S erv ice. 
The House, in com m ittee of the whole, 
discussed the consular and diplom atic ap­ 
propriation bill. 
Mr. Allen of Mississippi said th e bill of 
last year had gone through the House by 
unanim ous consent from the D em ocratic 
side, and had appropriated $121,000 m ore 
for a Dem ocratic adm inistration than had 
been given to the preceding Republican ad­ 
m inistration. 
When in his cam paigns he 
had charged the Republican party w ith ex­ 
travagance aud w astefulness, he had be­ 
lieved it: and now his Dem ocratic friends 
w anted to convince him th at he had been 
perpetrating a scandal. This bill appropri­ 
ated 9446.000 more than the bill did under 
which the last Republican adm inistration 
operated, and $742,000 more than the 
Dem ocratic House of Representatives in 
1876 said aas needed to m n the diplom atic 
service. He believed th a t the issue was 
fairly and squarely made between the “bulk 
of the population” and the "privileged 
few.” fie heard some gentlem en, in de­ 
fending the increase 
of the 
m inisters’ 
salary from $12,000 to $17,000, la y th at 
the people of a great rich republic did not 
w ant to see its m inisters abroad starve. 
W here did tb s riches of the republic come 
from? If Congress would take the taxes 
off the poor, and the governm ent would 
get rich oft the riches of the rich, then ne 
would he in favor of placing appropriations 
upon a liberal basis. 
Messrs H itt of Illinois aud Clem ents of 
Georgia defended the bill. 
Mr. Belm ont, in closing the debate, re­ 
plied to the attacks m ade upou i t 
A llud­ 
ing to the difieiences of opinion w ith re­ 
gard to the bill which existed upon the 
Dem ocratic side, he said th at he did not 
CRre w hether gentlem en on the Rcpublu an 
side were interested or not in these d iffe r­ 
ences, because he believed th at m any years 
would pusfi before they would obtain any 
benefit fro m them . The bill, he said, was 
an increase over the actual am ount earned 
bv the bill of last y e a r of $11)6,000, but the 
increased collections to the treasury under 
it would at the lowest estim ate be $150,000. 
The whole bill was, therefore, un increase 
over last year of only some $40,000. 
The com m ittee ruse and the House ad­ 
journed. 
T h e C a n a ls A c r e s * th e I s th n s n s . 
F r id a y—In th e Senate the joint resolu­ 
tion. heretofore introduced by Mr. Morrill, 
for the preservation of official docum ents, 
correspondence 
and 
other m aterial 
in 
U nited States consulates and em bassies 
abroad, was taken up and passed. 
Bills “to increase the naval establish­ 
m ent” and "to provide for tho increase of 
the naval establishm ent” were introduced, 
the form er by Mr. Cameron and the latter 
by Mr. Hale, and was referred to the com ­ 
m ittee on naval affairs. The tex t of Mr. 
Cam eron’s bill will be found in another 
column. 
The resolution heretofore offered by Mr. 
Blair, directing the com m ittee on educa­ 
tion and labor to continue (during the re­ 
cess) and com plete the investigation as to 
the relations between labor and capital, 
was taken up and adopted. 
Mr. Hoar introduced a bill in ald of the 
erection of a m onum ent to General Joseph 
W arren, who fell at the battle of B unker 
Hill. 
Mr. Stanford introduced a bill to provide 
m ortar and heavy guns for the arm am ent 
of the forts, coast deience and vessels of 
the U nited States. 
The Senate resum ed consideration of tho 
E ad s-T«h nan tepee bill, and Mr. Hoar con­ 
tinued his argum ent in support of it. 
At the close of Mr. Hoar’s speech the bill 
was laid aside tem porarily. 
The Senate bills to authorize the Billings, 
Clarks Fork & Cook City Railway Company 
to construct and operate a railw ay through 
the Crow Indian reservation, ann granting 
the Utah M idland Railway Company the 
right of way through the L ncom pahgrc and 
U intah reservations in Utah, were passed. 
The Ben ate then proceeded to the con­ 


sideration of the Dost office appropriation 
bill. 
The House proceeded to the consideration 
of private business. 
The Senate bill was 
passed with am endm ent for the paym ent 
of tho claim s of A lbeit Ii. Emery of Stam ­ 
ford. Conn., against ihe U nited States for a 
testing m achine built by him for the United 
States. 
Tho President’s private secretary was an­ 
nounced, and ho presented a message from 
tho President transm itting w ithout his ap­ 
proval the dependent pension bill. The 
reading of the message was followed w ith 
an attention more strict than is generally 
accorded to such documents. At its conclu­ 
sion Mr. Matson of Indiana moved that the 
bill and accom panying message lie referred 
to the com m ittee on individual pensions, 
prom ising that they would bo reported 
ba k w ithin the coming week. The motion 
was agreed to —13. to 67. 
The House then took a recess until 7.30. 
At the evening session thirty-live pension 
bills were passed. 
S tr s m th lp S n b ild le i. 
S a t u r d a y - In the Senate, Mr. Cameron, 
from tho com m ittee on naval affairs, re­ 
ported I ack, w ith am endm ents, the bill to 
increase the naval establishm ent, aud gave 
notice th at lie would call it u p on Mouday 
im m ediately after the m orning business. 
Mr- Hale reported back from the naval 
com m ittee, with an am endm ent, the bill 
introduced by him to "provide for the in­ 
crease of the naval establishm ent.” aud 
gave notice th at he would call it up at an 
early day. 
Mr. Hoar, from tho com m ittee On the 
library, reported a joint resolution author­ 
izing the President to a d ept, on behalf of 
the United States, the sword of the late 
Captain Samuel Cnester Keen, com m anding 
the United States private arm ed brig Gen­ 
eral Armstrong, tendered bv his son, Sam­ 
uel C. Heed, aud to multo to the giver of 
such sword such acknow ledgm ent us the 
President shall deem suitable. 
The Senate then renewed consideration 
of tho post office appropriation bill, tho 
question being oil the am endm ent appro­ 
priating $600,OOO for the m ails to South 
America. 
After a few rem arks by Senators Beck 
and Plum b,Mr. Morgan moved to am end tho 
subsidy am endm ent by inserting, instead 
of the word “built,” the words “owned aud 
officered,” so th a t the sentence will read, 
"for tho transportation of foreign m ails by 
Am erican owned and officered steam ships” ; 
also to add to the paragraph as follows: 
“Such steam ships, so owned and officered, 
shall he entitled to be enrolled, registered 
and licensed as A m erican-built ships are, 
while they are employ.od in the execution 
of said contracts for the transportation of 
foreign m ails." 
A long debate ensued on several am end, 
m ents, several of which wero rejected and 
several adopted. 
The subsidy am endm ent 
was carried by 36 against la, and the bill 
then passed w ithout division. 
Adjourned. 
Trade Dollars. 
In the House im m ediately after the read­ 
ing of the journal, Mr. Scott of Pennsylva­ 
nia dem anded the regular order, and called 
up the Senate bill for the retirem ent aud 
recoinage of the trade 
dollar. 
A fter a 
heated discussion the House decided—yeas 
142, nays 1 0 1 -to consider the bill. 
At Mr. Scott’s suggestion debate was lim ­ 
ited to two hours. 
Mr. Scott then took th* floor in advocacy 
of the m easure, stating the facts relative 
to the issuing of the trade dollar under the 
act of 1873. and tho deprivation of its legal 
tender qualities in 1876. 
Prior to 1876 
there had been ooined 16,631,000 of these 
dollars, and subsequently to th a t year 20,- 
328,300 had been coined and put o u t 
These dollars had been 
issued 
by the 
authority of the U nited States, and were 
stam ped by the U nited States as dollars. 
T he people of the country who had taken 
them in pay for their com m odities had 
every 
right 
to 
expect 
th a t 
they 
were dollars. 
Of 
the 
dollars coined, 
over 2G,000.000 had been exported, leav­ 
ing 
in 
this 
country 
a 
little 
over 
9,000,000. 
It is reasonable to suppose th at 
a proportion of these had beau utilized as 
bullion. It was safe to presum e th a t if the 
pending bill were enacted into law. not 
more than 7,600,000 trade dollars would be 
redeem ed and recoined. 
The House agreed to the am endm ent to 
the Senate trade-dollar bill, provided th at 
the recoinage of trade dollars recoined un­ 
der this act shall not be considered as part 
of the silver bullion required to he pur­ 
chased and coined under the provisions of 
the Bland law. A a so am ended, the bill 
was passed. The House, after briefly debat­ 
ing the diplom atic and consular bill in com. 
m ittee, adjourned.

lie spoke of this being the third tim e in 
the present Congress th at this Senate was 
called upon to eulogize deceased m em bers 
of the body. 
“Today they m et to lay the 
tribute of their love on the tomb of Logan. 
But yesterday, it seemed. Logan had stood 
am ong them iii the full flush of robust m an­ 
hood, a giant iii strength aud endurance, 
with a will of iron and a const button tough 
as the sturdy oak. 
He had seemed to hold 
w ithin his gra-p more than the threescore 
years and ten allotted to man. No one had 
thought in the same m om ent of Logan and 
death, two conquerors who had come face 
to face, the weaker to yield to the stronger. 
It 
had 
seemed 
as 
if 
Logan 
could 
not 
die, and yet, in 
a 
moment, in 
the tw inkling of an eye. God’s finger 
touched htrn and lie slept Almost w ithout 
w arning bo had passed from strength to 
weakness, from life to death and decay. 
Had he lived until today, 61 years, event­ 
ful. glorious years would have rested their 
burden as a crown upon his head. 
Aitor sketching the principal events of 
Mr. Logan’s life. Mr. Cullom spoke of his 
probity and poverty, and said that in the 
last presidential cam paign no ghost of dis­ 
honor on his part had risen and stood in his 
path. The eulogy closed w ith a quotation 
ending: “Rest, soldier,statesm an, rest! thy 
troubled life is o ar. 
Mr. Frye said Logan was an honest man. 
He did not mean by th at that he would not 
steal nor bear false witness, and th a t he had 
not "an itching palm ,” but he m eant th at 
he had an honest m ind, an honest purpose, 
an honest path of thinking. He m eant that 
he 
never 
played 
tricks 
with m ental 
m achinery 
to serve his own ends and 
his 
own 
purposes. 
and 
never 
at­ 
tem pted jugglery w ith it. He perm itted 
his mind, 
in spite 
of 
his 
am bition, 
his prejudices, his jealousy and his passion, 
to go straightlorw ard in its operations, and 
the result was confidence, followed always 
by earnest, determ ined, intense action. It 
was th at which constituted Logan's strength 
in the Senate, in the arm y, w ith the people. 
In conclusion he said: 
Logan was a fear­ 
less, honest m an. May our dear Lord give 
bim a blessed rest and a glorious im m or­ 
tality.” (Applause.) 
Eloquent tributes to the m em ory of the 
distinguished general and statesm an were 
also delivered by Messrs. Ham pton, Morgan, 
Edmunds, M anderson, 
Allison, 
Hawley, 
Spooner, 
Cockrell, 
Evarts, Plum b and 
Palm er. 
Mr. Farw ell m oved the adoption of the 
resolution and it was adopted.

W ar talk seems to be tho feature of E uro­ 
pean nows at prosent. There is, as has been 
said before in this colum n, no m ore reason 
to anticipate w ar than for years past, and 
tho situation is now not noar as critical as 
it frequently has been. but the excited to k 
continues, and France iR represented as ac­ 
tually thirsty for w ar w ith Germ any. Gen­ 
eral Boulanger, tho French w ar m inister, 
is 
the 
big 
“bogey” 
of 
tho present 
day, and 
he is represented as 
push­ 
ing thiugs 
w ith 
a 
high 
hand. 
The 
G erm an papers 
w atch every m ovem ent 
made and insist th at war is the outcom e of 
it, and so in th e newspapers unrelenting 
strife is boing carried on. The correspond­ 
ent of a London paper says of General 
Boulanger: “Ho is now more powerful than 
ever. 
Even his form er opponents are turn­ 
ing toward him as the rising sun. finding it 
impossible to struggle against tho growing 
popularity of the m an, who Is regarded by 
tho masses as the long-expected liberator. 
The whole country is anxious to revanche, 
and is arm ing silently, but w ith the ovidout 
belief th at the hour is com ing.” 
Meanwhile, France is steadily arm ing and 
gettin g leady. The vote of credit tor put­ 
ting the arm y in good Condition for war 
Sassed tho French Cham bers w ithout de- 
nte or div ision, while the inhabitants of 
Alsace aud Lorraine have been showing 
them selves restive under th eir Germ an 
rulers, so th ai Prince von Hohenlohe, the 
governor, has had to read them a lesson. 
At a I anquet given at Strasburg, he said 
th at while there was a general feeling th at 
F rance would recognize w ithout reserva­ 
tion th* situation created by the interna­ 
tional treaties, the people of Alsace-Lor­ 
raine had in the com ing elections the best 
chanco for working for peace. 
Until the 
Federal governm ent and the Germ an peo­ 
ple were perfectly convict od that Alsace- 
Lorraine fully recognized the effects of the 
Frankfort treaty, the province could not 
hope to ne placed upon the sam e footing 
with other Germ an States. 
O ther war rum ors come from A ustria and 
Russia. The Czar is reported on Hie one 
hand to be Ponton w ar; on the other Aus­ 
tria is tieing goaded to attack Russia. Tile 
Buda-Pesth Journal urges A ustria to attack 
Russia before the latter has com pleted her 
preparations on the lower Danube. It says, 
“W ar is inevitable, and it is better to begin 
lighting before the Balkan sta te s have 
been Russianized. 
Austria would 
then 
secure an alliance with Servia and Bulgaria, 
giving her 100,000 additional troops.” 
There Is no doubt w hatever th a t war w ith 
Russia would be highly popular with the 
H ungarians, who detest Russia and have 
hated the country ever sinco the Czar 
N icholas crushed the rising hopes of the 
Magyars for national independence in 1849. 
I hey had won all they dem anded from 
A u stria-th e right of self-governm ent, and 
in the m om ent of victory Russia stepped in 
and crushed them . This tho H ungarians 
have never forgiven or forgotten. Un the 
other hand, the Germ ans and Slavs in the 
Austrian em pire do not desire war, and the 
Slavs especially would side w ith Russia if 
they dared. 
The complex collection of 
nationalities which tnako un tho em pire of 
A ustria cannot easily become unanim ous, 
As was anticipated, the G erm an elections 
are in favor ot Prim e Bism arck. He will 
increase tho arm y, aud iu tact was doing it, 
vote or no vote, 'tho G erm an arm y will 
soon be strong enough to m ake assurance 
douoly sure in the event of war. 
Of trie general situation Mr. T, P. O’Con­ 
nor w rites: 
N otw ithstanding the desire to believe in 
the m aintenance of peace, Russian securi­ 
ties are weak and low. The Immense 
preparations of Russia by land aud sea 
certainly lend an air of probability to the 
supposition th a t the Czar’s governm ent is 
in grim earnest, m aking ready not m erely 
to occupy, but to set/.e Constantinople. 
The Pope’s letter to G erm any has broken 
the back of the Clerical party and secured 
Bism arck a big m ajority. It also has pro­ 
duced considerable friction between Ger­ 
many and italy. A strong Italian party ob­ 
jects to the G erm an-ltallan alliance, and 
wishes Do free Italy’s hands of all entangle­ 
m ents, direct or indirect, th at may preju 
dice Italian interests in the direction of 
Austria. This party is m aking use of the 
Pope’s letter in a fierce attack on 
the 
general foreign policy of the country.

An am endm ent to the 
address In reply to the Uueen’s speech, em ­ 
bodying a test vote of the strength of 
parties,shows th at the U nionists have a m a­ 
jority of IOO over their opponents of ail 
shades of belief, and not a single “Union­ 
ist” vote w ent over to Ute enemy. 
It mav bo m entioned here, by way of ex­ 
planation. th a t the "Qtm en’B speech” is in­ 
tended to outline the policy of the govern­ 
m e n t Iu votiug au address in reply to 
her m ajesty’s message, the m inistry gener­ 
ally uses the opportunity to more fully an­ 
nounce their views, and then the form al 
address in renly is moved. 
This is the 
point whora the opposition get their work 
in. An am endm ent to the address implies 
an attack on the policy of th e adm inistra­ 
tion and changes a form al debate to a fierce 
party tight.

Mr I’ar- 
noli moved an am endm ent looking to hom e 
rule for Ireland, and practically im plying

m ajority th at the governm ent had the con­ 
fidence of the country; and thus the first 
victory, aud a m ost im portant one, is w th 
the m inistry. 
A m ajority of iou Is no light 
one to overcome. 
Mr. Fam e!! 
aud Mr. 
G ladstone have been routed “horse, foot 
and dragoons.” and ail talk of disruption 
of the m inistry or change of sentim ent in 
favor of hom e rule in the British Parlia­ 
m ent m ust be treated for tho next twelve 
m onths as rubbish. 
W ith his usual felicity in m aking a virtue 
of necessity,aud getting all the com fort pos­ 
sible out of a disastrous defeat. Mr. T. P. 
0 Connor w rites: 
» The large m ajority against Mr. Parnell’s 
am endm ent to the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne should not be mis­ 
understood in America. I saw Mr. Parnell 
and talked with hint on the prospects of the 
division im m ediately before the vote was 
taken. He said be was certain of an over­ 
whelm ing defeat, but was satisfied th at the 
debate bad accom plished all th at could 
nave been reasonably looked for under the 
circum stances. 
He m ade an estim ate of 
the probaole result, which proved atter- 
wards. on an analysis of the division, to be 
m arvellously accurate in ail respects. In 
Mr. P arnell’s opinion, as well as in the 
opinion of m ost of ttiose I have consulted, 
the chief issue of the large m ajority against 
tim am endm ent, was Mr. Gladstone’s om is­ 
sion to speak in its support. 
Another thing against tho Parnellites 
was the omission of the whips to take the 
usual m easures for bringing the Liberal 
party together for the division. The two 
things com bined were interpreted by some 
as an indication th at absence from the di­ 
vision would be aa acceptable to the party 
m anagers as a vote iu favor of the am end­ 
m ent. 
Be'ore the dinner last night, after the 
division, I saw Mr. Parnell again and talked 
over the result. In the m eantim e he had 
been interview ed by several of the Liberals 
who had come to town specially to vote for 
i the am endm ent at g reat personal incon­ 
venience. 
Mr. Parnell expressed him self as well 
satisfied w ith the situation. In spite of all 
obstacles imposed, omissions and negligen­ 
ces, the Liberal support was larger than 
could have been expected In view of the 
absence of a sum m ons of or countenance 
from the Liberal leader, aad the certainty 
th a t defeat was a foregone conclusion. 
The effects of the debate on public opin­ 
ion in the provinces are beginning to ap­ 
pear, and are encouraging to the N ational­ 
ists. 
Public m eetings, editorials in the 
press and other indications supply abun­ 
dant proof th at hom e rule convictions are 
taking deeper root and spreading daily 
am ong th e Littoral masses. 
The discussion is being carried on with 
an earnestness reaching in m any districts 
the fierceness of passion, and in these places 


sweeping bofore it tho last vestiges to Tory 
and Whig ascendency. 
Mr. Parnell does not expect the Unionists 
to desert the governm ent for some tlmo to 
come yet, Tho expectation of a break-up 
of the cabinet is based on the possible resig­ 
nation of Sir M ichael Hicks-Beach. in con­ 
sequence of the refusal of the Tories to 
g ran t the reform s ho considers necessary. 
Mr. Parnell’s head is evidently level, but 
it may be noted th a t an adverse vote of IOC 
is a powerful educator, and is not indicative 
of Unionist desertion.

As was said last weok “jury racking” in 
Ireland is a regular institution. T hat is to 
say, a jury w hich convicts Is "packed,” a 
jury which acquits is “im partial.” There 
Is just so much tru th in this th a t it is ex­ 
trem ely likely there is no such thing as an 
im partial Irish jury. It is a painful conclu­ 
sion to reach, hut there is no doubt that an 
honest trial by jury is impossible tn Ire­ 
land on questions affecting the govern­ 
m en t In his usual vigorous style Mr. T. P. 
Healy denounces th e governm ent for pros­ 
ecuting Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien, and 
told tho m inistry th at if they succeeded by 
m eans of “packed juries” in convicting and 
imprisoning four or five representatives of 
Irish sentim ent, they would only find their 
dim culties increased fourfold, and Ireland 
would be more ungovernable than ever. 
Mr. T. P. O’Connor says: The coming 
week in Ireland is looked forward to with 
great anxiety. E verything known to us 
goes to prove th at the governm ent is re­ 
solved, let the consequences be w hat they 
mav, to pack the juries. If this is done the 
probabilities are strongly in favor of I »illou 
and O’Brien instructing th eir counsel to 
throw up their briefs. 
They feel it useless to go to the expense 
and tro u p e of an em pty form ality of de­ 
fence if their condem nation is a foregone 
conclusion, and all sensible men will aglee 
w ith them. 
The Tory defence of jury packing, in 
answer to the Barnet lite attack on this suh- 
ject in the debate on Parnell’s am endm ent 
to the address, has made m atters worse for 
them than it was uefore, and they stand lie 
fore the nation convicted in advance of the 
guilty intention. 
The chiel reason why the Tories consider 
the conviction ot Dillon and O’Brien so 
vital is the wish of Sir Michael Hicks-beach 
to avoid proposing coercion. Tho chief sec- 
rotary ’s opiuion is, if there is conviction, 
lite ordinary law will have been proved 
sufficient to deal w ith the plan of cam ­ 
paign ; and ii not, thou coercion will be tho 
only remedy. 
H ie governm ent has in viow a m easure 
for purchasing Irish estates, and offering 
specially good term s to 
farm ers to buy 
them, l’hia m easure is denounced before­ 
hand, not cocause it is bad or good. but 
simply because it is “forced on Ireland by 
an alien governm ent.” 
Hundreds in Ire­ 
land must be begging salvation lrom their 
friends today.

A post-mortem was held, and his carcass 
was presented to the Academv of N atural 
Sciences- He died of fatty degeneration of 
the heart. El Mahdi was one of the finest 
specimens of his species in captivity. He 
was 5 years old, and was im ported by the 
society direct from Egypt three years ago. 
A few m inutes before his death he bud 
been bathing, and when found dead hts 
body was half in and half out of the water. 
His keeper had not been away from him 
ten niiuutes when his attention was at­ 
tracted by a terrible com m otion in the 
elephant house where the hippopotam us 
was kept. 
W hen he arrived at the house the ele­ 
phants were loudly trum peting and lashing

FROST, FLOOD AND FAMINE. 


Frightful Weather 
Condi­ 
tions in the Northwest 


Scores of People Frozen t i Death- 


Sheep Djins by Hundreds. 


Floods in Michigan, New York and 
Other States. 


FonTKEOOH. M ont. February 13.—This 
has been the m ost severe w inter here for 
years. From January 6 to l l the cold was 
som ething 
frightful. 
M ercury 
th er­ 
m om eters were often congealed, and spirit 
therm om eters were busy jum ping from 40° 
to 60° below zero. H alf a dozon tim es has 
tho sixty notch been touched, and once 
this season 63° below zero has been scored 
on tho Saskatchew an plains. 
The snow fall is unprecedented. 
In some 
localities It is anyw here from ten to fifteen 
feet deep on the level; throughout the 
N ational park and elsew here it is from 
eight to tw elve feet deep, and on tho dead- 
level prairie from eighteen to forty inches. 
Such a heavy fall has brought more or 
less suffering and death. N ear M att Cole- 
m au’s ranch. January 28, th e (lakes were 
larger than m ilk cans. Some flakes meas­ 
ured 15 inches long and 8 inches thick. 
For m iles tho ground was covered w ith such 
bunches, and it was a rem arkable sight 
w hile falling. 
A m ail carrier was caught 
in the sam e storm and verifies it, 
The N orthern Pacific double header snow­ 
ploughs are still bucking ulilts east of hero 
all the way from six to forty feet deop. 
Already this w inter a num ber of deaths 
from cold have occurred in Dakota. Charles 
fecbroeder. 
living 
near 
Valley 
City. 
started 
from 
his house for one 600 
feet distant. A blizzard was blowing aud 
the therm om eter registered 35 below. 
Not 
reaching borne, his family and neighbors 
turned out with 
lanterns, followed his 
tracks in the snow all night and found 
where he had lam down iii a straw stack 
and then gone on. The body was found 
twelve m iles away oil the prairie, lying on 
Its face, where he had fallen from exhaus­ 
tion. The body was irozun into a chunk of 
ice. 
Maggie Runn, a school teacher at H igh­ 
more, while going from the school to her 
houso, was frozen to death. 
Despatches from various parts concur in 
detailing stories of deaths trpm exposure. 
Over tw enty persons of all classes and con­ 
ditions- ranchm en. stage drivers, civil en­ 
gineers and lu d ian s-liu v e perished in the 
intense cold and storms.

hunted thorn up and brought relief. 
A band of half-breeds is reported covered 
tip on Lonesome prairie, and a num ber of 
Nez Forces Indians. A rem nant of Cnief J iv 
sepli’s famous band, who fought Generals 
Miles and Howard so stubbornly, have been 
snowed in on Colville reservation. Four 
feet of snow prevented hunting game, and 
m any died of cold and hunger. 
D uring tho latter part of Jan u ary fifty 
lodges of Crow Indians, camped on C lark’s 
fork, came near (lying. 
Many did perish, 
but the m ajority m anaged to sustain life by 
eitin g Hie cattlo th at died iu tho snow 
drifts. 
It is alm ost impossible to say w hat dam ­ 
age has occurred witli stock and cattle. As 
a rule horses and mules have done well, 
but cattle and sheep have been niovo than 
decim ated. 
A fuel fam ine has been prevailing along 
the upper Missouri.

thriving village. 
One 
fam ily, 
nam ed 
M cFarland, consisting 
of

husband, 
wife and four children, are the same as lost. 
Efforts have been made to save them , hut 
ttie would-be rescuers fared badly. Their 
boat was swamped, and the occupants after 
great exertion m anaged to reach tho shore, 
which is about a mile aud a quarter from 
the banks of the river. 
This m orning it 
was hardly thought that the flood would 
reitoli the highlands, w here hundreds of 
Feople had gathered w ith their portable 
urniture, 
But 
gradually 
the swollen 
stream extended, swelled, roan. aud in a 
brief tim e the dw ellings of the inhabitants 
of the hills were reached. The people were 
panic-stricken. A rush for the valleys was 
made. Men, women aud children joined in 
a desperate scram ble to escape, and for­ 
tunately all succeeded. The greater num ­ 
ber of tho inhabitants escaped alm ost w ith­ 
out clothing, and the scenes enacted were 
pitiable. 
Horses, cattle and hogs were 
swept away in wild confusion. 
Many farm ers are ruined, and the sav­ 
ings of years have gone w ithin hours. Not 
a few have lost their all. 
When a farm er 
or his wife and children look over w hat was 
once a prosperous town they see a take. 
their homes vanishing and their property 
gone. 
The people of this town are in w retched 
circum stances. About 1800 persons w ant 
som ething to e a t ‘’W here is it to come 
from ?” is tho cry of distress. All is havoc 
aud desolation, 
In a.skiff a G l o b e reporter paddled out 
into the waste of waters to view the scene. 
He stood on a level with the chimneys, and 
was m onarch ol all he surveyed. The cur­ 
rent was fearfully strong. 
All th at can be 
said is th at Lyons was a village. 
T onight the residents are encam ped miles 
from the town proper. 
I hey are suffering, 
but it is out of tho question to help them . 
for the river is running at the rate of twelve 
m iles per hour.

STRIKES AND STRIKERS. 


The Great Labor Trouble in New York at 
an End—Street Railroads "Tied Up" 
in Boston and Cambridge. 
The executive com m ittee of D istrict As­ 
sem bly,No. 49, K nights of Labor, has form ­ 
ally declared the groat strike in New York 
off. They claim th at President Corbin of 
the Reading railroad has completely sur­ 
rendered to their demands, and that, as the 
strike was originally ordered in the interest 
of the Reading employes, there is no longer 
any reason for it. 
Friday’s experience 
plainly showed th at further extension of the 
strike was impossible. E arlier in tho move­ 
m ent each body of m en, when ordered 
to join th e huge arm y of strikers, sub- 
missivelysacrlflced all interests and obeyed 
orders. B ut the filllngof Hie vacant Places 
on the docks of the railroad and steam ship 
lines showed th at, unless othet trades were 
ordered out, all Inconvenience would be 
over w ithin a day or two. In this state of 
aff airs the attem pt to call out the station­ 
ary engineers and brewery employes be­ 
cam e futile, and the refusal of these meu to 
quit work put an end to further efforts of 
tile agitators to continuo the struggle. The 
adjustm ent of tho differences between the 
Reading Railroad Company and its em ­ 
ployes gave the leaders a reasonable excuse 
for calling a halt, aud it was prom ptly ac­ 
cepted. 
At the conference of delegates to D istrict 
Assembly 49, held Saturday, it was re­ 
pel ted th at the longshorem en’s unions will 
w ithdraw from No, 49. 
A telegram was re­ 
ceived by J. K. Maxwell today from Austin 
Corbin, stating th at tho agreem ent made 
with th e coal men would be fully carried 
out by his side, and th at the men w re ex­ 
pected to keep their part of the compact. 
No other agu em ent would be entered into. 
'In e employes of the South Boston Lail- 
road Company, finding th a t the railroad 
company bad not kept Its agreem ents with 
them , "struck ” work on Munday m orning 
:a<t. and thus "tied up" the road. For two 
days no attem pt was m ade to run a car 
over tho lines of the company, and on the 
third day tho return of a few of the old em ­ 
ployes enahled the road to send out six cars. 
each of whom were carefully escorted bv 
police, and ran w ithout serious interrup­ 
tion. About 300 men were affected by the 
strike. No attem pt at interference or vio­ 
lence has taken place, a fact one as much 
to the forbearance of the strikers as the ex­ 
cellent use made of the police. 
The drivers, conductors aud stablem en of 
the Catnbridgellors'jRailroad Company also 
“ tied u p ” the cars of th at company la s t 
week. Their grievances, liko those of the 
South 
Boston men, 
were long 
hours, 
and their dem and was ten h urs’ work in 
twelve. 
Attem pts were mane to break toe 
“tie up.” 
but they were unsuccessful, 
though six cais vainly struggled to till the 
conditions of transportation dem anded by 
tho city’s traffic. 
All sorts of vehicles have 
been nut in requisition for the purpose of 
carrying passongots, but the general off- ct 
bas been to create a feeling th at w alking is 
an excellent, exercise. 


SPECIMENS OF THE BUFFALO. 


R esults of W illiam I . H ornaday’s H unt 
for Bison In M ontana in the In terest 
of the Sm ithsonian In stitu tio n . 


W a s h in g t o n , February 13.—There are 
very low people living today who cannot re­ 
call the tlmo when early transcontinental 
railroading was often interrup.ed ny buf­ 
falo herds, and trains had lo stop to allow 
them to cross tho track. Today there are 
not more than 300 buffaloes w ithin tho 
United Statea 
Buffalo Bill says he has shot 
as many in a single day. 
Un the floor of a large room iii a big 
wooden building adjoining the National 
Museum are stretched out the furry hides of 
two dozen of these beasts. In corners ol the 
room are l oxes and bundles of bones, aud 
here and there are bleached bison skulls, 
picked up on .he plains. 
These are the trophies brought hom e by 
Mr. W illiam T. Hornaday. tho n aturalist 
and taxiderm ist, who w ent rec ently on an 
expedition for the Sm ithsonian Institution 
to secure specimens of the Am erican buf­ 
falo before the species became extinct. 
Millions of buffalo once roamed tho plains, 
and in the duysot Daniel Boone wero found 
in West Virginia, southeastern Pennsyl­ 
vania, and other places about the Appala­ 
chian range, but today the buffalo ha* be­ 
come so rare av anim al th at Professor 
Baird deem ed it desirable, in the interest of 
science, to send out a spacial expedition to 
secure specimens. 
Mr. Hornaday made Miles Cffy, Mon , the 
basis of his operations, and with a well­ 
equipped party of cowboys wont on a hunt­ 
ing expedition which resulted in his secur­ 
ing w ithin two m onths over twenty-live 
buffalo, beside specimens of antelope, deor, 
wolves, badgers, porcupine, sage cocks and 
grouse. W here Mr. Hornaday hunted he 
thinks there are twenty-live or thirty buf­ 
falo left, but they will all be killed next 
spring or the following spring when tho 
cowboys m ake their anneal “round-up. ’ 
The plains were alew years ago w hitened 
w ith the bleaching bones of the slaugh­ 
tered anim als, but even these traces of the 
buffalo are being rapidly removed. H ie 
bones are gathered and shipped to the 
cith s to be ground up and used as fertil­ 
izers. 
, 
Tho specimens brought from M ontana by 
Mr. Hornaday, some 
ot which will be 
m ounted for the National Museum, com­ 
prise eight old bulls, eleven young bulls six 
old cows, five young cows, two yearlings 
and one three m onths’ old calf. The calf 
was secured 
on 
Mr. 
H ornaday’s visit 
to M ontana last spring, aud was brought 
here alive, but soon died from a colic c at­ 
tracted by eating dam p clover. The anim al 
has been m ounted and now stands as a sen­ 
try in trout of the taxiderm ist's work room 
in the old Armory building. 
One huge skin Mr. H ornaday points to 
with ape ia1 pride. It is th at of a huge bull 
that stood 5 feet 8 inches high. 
Mr. Horu- 
aduy gave chase to tho bull on horseback 
aud brought bim to bay. The bull turned 
to charge, but a shot crippled Ii rn so th at 
ho tum bled to the ground. The bull re­ 
gained his feet and stood motionless. Mr. 
Hornaday leaped from his horse and made 
rapid sketches of tho tine anim al, as he 
stood. Such an opportunity of sketching a 
buffalo in life could not be neglected, .-o 
by rapid work 
he secured considerable 
m aterial to aid him iii his work as a taxi­ 
derm ist before he gave the anim al his 
death shot.

little understood by the gen erality of feed­ 
ers, 
W e find. as a rule, th at a W estern 
feeder requires from 2600 to 5000 j>ounds 
of corn to fatten an anim al after it has 
grown to m aturity, under ordinary circum - 
etaoces. 
Fattening in th is case m eans just 
w hat it indh a te s - laying fit, or tallow , on 
end in th e m uscular portions of th e car­ 
cass. or on and around th e various internal 
organs of digestion. A 1200-pound h eifer 
or steer, fully grown, can be fattened up to 
1700 or 1800 pounds liv e w eight 
T he in­ 
crease in w eight is m ostly tallow , and half 
of it. or more. is never used for food, un less 
m ade into oleom argarine. 
A good feeder 
here at th e East will feed a cow or ox, w hich 
fo es into stable in fine condition on Novena- 
er I, at least eig h t quarts of meal per day 
•until Mar i.in order to m ake "prem ium 
beef.” 
Ib is takes nearly 3000 pounds of 
com out of the crib, or 2630 pounds net 
atter pay .ok for sh ellin g and grinding. 
If 
the manure pays for th e hay and care, the 
600 pounds of flesh (fat has cost the farmer 
B-Y* cents per pound for th e grain fed, and 
this is more than the tallow w ill sell for in 
tustt ket.

T he feeder w ho sells 
prem ium beef’ 
generally gets his pay for his feed, and the 
loss com es on th e consum er of th e beef,who 
w astes most of it. 
Som e is used in < ooKery. 
som e for soap, and the rest is thrown out 
for cogs, or wasted in som e way. 
The fault 
lies with th e consum er.w ho Insists on w ell- 
fastened, “ripe” heel, and to e butcher is 
hound, of course, to supply him with th is 
expensive food. 
But the larm er does lose 
som ething, the butcher being the ouly one 
wh . m akes m oney e \e ry tim e. 
At th e Oht- 
c. go iat stock show separate prem ium s 
w ere offered tor the ness ca: <-asses at differ­ 
en t ages, aud the result show s just a here 
th e farm er fails to m ake the most m oney 
ou t of his food and labor.

At the last Sm ithfield show , in 
J on on! anim als "not over 2 years aver- 
a r d a c iii of 2.32 to 2.62 pounds per day 
n o m b tr'h ; those “over 2 and under 3,” av­ 
eraged from 1.61 to 2.;; pounds per day. and 
th o-e "over 3 and not over 4 ,’’ averaged 
1.40 to 1.83 p Hinds.

V llh them "pounds, sh illin gs and pence” 
are the m ain ob.eel, and they are beginning 
to find that you: g beef costs less to pi oauce. 
The lesson to our tai m er- is plain. Accord­ 
ing to Hie award* at the Chicago show, 
thro*-year-old I eel costs bout 33 per cen t 
inoie to m ake than two-year-old beef. 
Yet 
to e iecder gets no more per pound for it, 
and although the con-um e; pays for th e fal­ 
low. lie prefers—and .w hen ^electing for 
him self 
usually b u y s -a iairiy fattened, 
juicy piece, w hich is not overlaid se\era l 
inches deeu w ith tallow . 
A year or more 
B:?o, Professor J3.W . Stew art of Erie county 
sum m arized the statistics of seven fat sto. k 
shows, w here cost of feeding was given bv 
Die com petitors, and as a resu lt.b e found 
that the gain of an average w ell-fed ani­ 
mal c o t 4.0 J cents per pound md lo one 
year old; 6.05 cents from birth up to two 
years old, and 7.4:* cents for anim als ap to 
terce ve:»r» old. Three anim als, fattened 
from bir k, and exhibited at one tw o and 
three y ea is of ase. cost the fen aer 3 l a cents 
per pound of gain in the first year. 6 Vi 
cents per pound for the second year, and 
7 ‘-j cents per poun d for the gain in the third 
year. 
All these facts go 
to show the 
farmer th at his pecuniary intercut requires 
bim to keen the anim a! in selling condition 
from birth and to sell ii by the tim e it is 
tw o years old. 


F eed in g C om to C a ttle. 
In my letter requesting an im provem ent 
in ray ration for fattening cattie, I stated 
"To cattle w eighing I OOO pounds we usually 
feed fin stalls! 50 pounds of en silage m ixed 
either w ith 14 pounds of corn m eal, c pounds 
of cottonseed m eal, or 4 pounds of cotton­ 
seed m eal aud 4 pounds of corn m eal, di­ 
vided iuto tw o leeds, one iu the m orning 
and one in the even in g ” Professor .Stewart 
(wiiose letters have greatly added to the 
interest c f your paper) stem s to m istake my 
m eaning. 
He says “14 pound*of corn m ea. 
is too heavy a feed; and 4 pounds of corn 
m eal and 4pounds of cottonseed m eal, tw ice 
peed ay, w ould be too m u ch .” I m eant (and 
th ought m y words w ere plain) th at J4 
pounds of corn m eal w as a day’s ration, 
divided into two feeds, m ixed w ith 6o 
pounds of ensilage. 
In place of tho 14 
pounds bt corn w eal I used either 6 pounds 
of> ottonseed m eal. or 4 pounds of cotton­ 
seed m eal and 4 pounds of corn m eal. 
divide into tw o rattans and fed with bu 
pounds of ensilage. I do not think Professor 
Mew art would think this a very heavy 
feedin ; of m eal. 
I ne largest feeders of Loudoun and Fau­ 
quier counties 
teeding from 400 to OOO 
cattie- stili feed in the open fields, their 
principle food being corn .md lodder fed 
together, w thout shu* k ug the corn. They 
seem to think, from long experience, that 
nature bas prepared an ex cellen t ration in 
corn aud lodder. as cut from the field be­ 
fore the frost. 
In feeding cattle w eighing 
from I OOO 
to 
1400 
lbs., they 
think 
th ey 
a te 
rot 
givin g too 
m uch 
i orn 
as 
long 
as 
the cattle 
eat 
th e fodder tolerable clean. 
In moder­ 
ately cold w eather they eat half a bushel 
ot ears of corn with the fodder on which it 
grows. In cold w eather, a load of lodder, 
oi of nice, bright w heat st taw, is added. 
H ogs run after the cattle and pick up alt 
tho undigested corn dropped from 
the 
cattle.* m ouths. 
W hen I began to stall-feed cattle I w ent 
to see Mr. Crozier’* system of feeding. 
I 
found him cutting ail his long food w ith 
w hich tie m ixed his m eai, and steam ed or 
cooked ad together before feeding to his 
stock. 
On my return borne I built a nam . 
bought a steam engine, and Bixin had ma 
chm ery at work w ith w hich I cut all m y 
com fodder, w heat straw and d o v er hay. 
As this food fell into th e steam box ta cube 
of ten feet) it was all sprinkled w ith water, 
m eal fallin g at the sam e tim e from a hop­ 
per upou Hie moist fodder. 
W hen the box 
wa* perfectly full. the trapdoor was keyed 
dow n and the w hole mass steam ed tor eight 
hyurs. 
W hen cool enough to handle, it 
w as fed 
My cattle ate daily fourteen 
pounds of m eal ca d i, m ixed w ith the food 
as above. 
They did very w ell and were 
ready for m arket irom a m onth to six w eeks 
sooner than the cattle receiving the same 
am ount of grain, and double the long loud, 
fed in the fields. 
T his cuttin g and m ixin g the dry fodder 
was troublesom e and du-ty work. 
J lie 
m en com plained th t the dust in th e barn 
filled their lungs, and the steam -box gave 
th em colds. 
Luckily, I saw about this tim e 
an article on ensilage. The next season 
(spring) I heavily m anured, from the nam, 
fifteen acres, ploughs I and harrowed it 
thoroughly, and then, w ith three tines of 
my w h eat d r ill-tb e tw o outside and the 
m iddle o n e - drilled in three pecks of seed 
corn w ith SOO pounds of raw bone. 
The 
com was a little too hard for roasting ears 
w hen cut. 
T he seasou Ipul been all a far­ 
m er could w is h - hot sun, and a show er ol 
rain every few days. 
I have never seen a 
h eavier grow th of fodder. 
A rod was m eas 
ared in several different parts of th e field 
and weighed. 
T his show ed th at th e crop 
averaged from tw enty-five to thirty-one 
tons lo th e acre. 
M ace th a i crop I have been a convert to 
en silage, and now feed 40 cattle iu sta lls 
I have giv en up th e cuttin g of dry food and 
th e steam box. 
If th e crop of ensilage 
ebould not be eaual to the dem and on it. I 
m ix one third w heat chaff w ith tw o thirds 
ensilage. 
I he eotton-*eed m eal and com 
m eal are thoroughly in orporated w ith the 
en silage and rem ain in a heap for tw elve 
hours before it is fed. 
I am now feeding 
one lo to f I .S eattle, averagin g 1225 Hounds, 
live pounds cottonseed 
m eal 
and 


pounds of each m erit is on) v equal to tw elve 
pounds of corn m eai.-(C ou n try G entlem an. 


C ra ftin g . 
As I often se* cuts of stocks w ith grafts 
set in them , in a m anner w hich I do not 
th ink just e x a ctly right, I w ill g iv e you m y 
| plan. 
I seldom m ake m ore than tw o cuts 
at a scion, th at is, to take off a slice from 


j each side of tho out. 
Starting into the bark 
j nearly or quite one-fourth of an inch above 
tho bud. h old ing the but toward m e and the 
bud on the upper side. for th e first cut; then 
the flattened side n ex t m y thum b, w hich 
) helps to giv e m e the pitch; alw ays cut the 
w edge th innest on the side opposite the bud 
j and set the point of graft nearest center of 
Stock. 
Set them w ith th e buns w ell dow n 
into th e cleft, as it often saves th e graft in 
case they are broken off by accident. 
It th e scion is large, th e grail may. and 
should be. le t of considerable th ick ness at 
the point, say one-eighth ot an inch or more, 
and w hiitever th e si/o of scion, the point 
should be Jeito f considerable thickness, as 
they are not in so m uch danger of being 
pinched to death, 
hom e th ink it takes 
good eyesigh t to set grafts, but I have 
often had to set them by th e sense cf feel- j 
ing alone, not being able to g et a position 
.w h ere I could see. 
And le a n nam e to you j 
a man who, w hen he cam e to th e last tree 
on a jo g found it so dark that h e could not 
see the buds on th e stick of grails, but, lie- i 
lug determ ined to finish, in order to go J 
hom e, he w hittled his grafts by feeling, and | 
th e boys waxed tlreui fit the sam e way, and , 
th e owner of Hie orchard said, when asked 
about ii, th at th e grafts in th at tree grew 
as w ell as those Mn te e other, so far as be 
saw. 
These statem ents can be verified.

Grafting w ax For six pounds of good | 
pale-colored rosin, take one pound of good , 
beesw ax, aud one pint of raw linseed oil; i 
break up the rosin and w ax in sm all inches 
ami m elt it in an iron vessel (an oid-fash- 
ioD1 d pot is a good thing), aud for the w hole 
batch at once it should hold nearlv a pail- 1 
ful. 
(Set it on som e stones or bricks out of , 
doors, and lia ie your lire only m oderate or I 
you may run it over. 
A fter it is m elted and 
fixed, w hich w ill bo soon after m eltin g ut 
should have been stirred occasionally w hile 
m elting with an iron, though a cry stick 
w ill answer), don't lot it g et hot enough to 
foam an m uch. 
Now add th e oil. a little 
al a tim e, and stir till w ell m ixed, w hich 
w ill take Put a m inute or two. 
Now pour it lin o a large tub or kettle, 
three-fourths fu ll of water, w hich you can 
get ready w hile your hatch is m elting 
H ie : 
w ater is better for haviu g Hie cuill taken 
off a little, and the wax w ill not get too 
coid so quick ; pull and work th e w ax till it 
gels quite w hite, using a little tai ow on the 
hands lo keen from ,-tiOKing. 
Use as little 
tallow a* w ill answer. It needs tw o persons 
to work a batch of th is size, and it w ill 
keep them busy. 
Tnls w ax w ill not run off 
in hot water, a* tho nature of th e linseed 
oil is to fcim a film or skin on the outside, 
so th e wax cannot run. even though it may 
ne thin enough- 
The writer has used this 
w as ior som e thirty or m ore years and does 
not think a n y o n e trying it will overu se 
grease for w ax any more. 
To carry tallow 
w hile grafting, bore tw o inches deep with 
one ana one-quarfcer-iuch auger, iii end of 
stick, buckeye or butternut; cut off (bree 
ini lies long, nail a short sit in of leather on 
clOM-d end. cut a button-hole, and button 
to coat or vest.—[Ohio Farmer. 


H ow Fruit T re e s Crow. 
"Habit of Growth and th e E ffect of the 
Tops on the Roots of Fruit T rees” was te e 
com prehensive subject of a paper read be­ 
fore Hie N ew .Jersey H orticultural (society 
by J. 1>. Cole of Deerfield. N. J., and incor­ 
porated iii th at society’s report. N um bered 
w ith other statem ents m a e in this palier 
w e ie th e follow ing; The habit of growth 
of different varieties of fruit trees, particu- 
:arly apple and standard pears, is such that 
alm ost any one can see a decided differ­ 
ence; rn la d no two v& iieiies grow e x ­ 
actly alike. There w ill be a difference in 
the color of the bark on the young wood. qr 
in the form ol the buds, or in the general 
lo n e of the 1 rec, th at w ill enable an ex ­ 
perienced person to distinguish one from 
Hie other. 
Som e varieties w ill m ake a 
long. Blout grow th, w hile others w ill be 
snort and stout; another variety w ill have 
a long, s.ender growth, w him still another 
m a. i e short and slender. 
Again, som e 
varieties 
m ake a straight, 
sym m etrical 
growth, w hile others 
alm ost invariably 
glow crooked. 
W ith such great difference 
in tho grow til of lim tops there is a cor­ 
responding difference in the grow h o f th o 
roots; such varieties as Mal en ’s blu sh and 
Ben iiav s. that „row with a straight body 
aud top, have straight roots lu n m u gd ow n 
into Hie soil. and varieties that have a 
crooked body and top. such as W ineiap and 
Carttiouse, have their roots crooked and 
grow ing near the surface, w ith few, ii any. 
top roots. Som e other a ariettes, as Primate, 
Hagloe. etc., will have a short, stout top, 
not ulwayn 
straight, and strong, neavy 
roots 
running in alt 
directions, 
w hile 
sum m er 
Pe m a in 
w ill 
have a short, 
slender top and very thick, strong roots 
running straight down ward into the ground. 
We hud the sam e variations to a < erta.n 
exten t in standard pears. 
One bald ly ever 
finns a c o o k e d Bartlett or Duchess tree. 
w hile it is difficult to bud a straight Vicur 
or w inter N ellis. 
I fie roots of standard pear trees, as a rule, 
grow 
straight 
down 
into 
Hie 
ground, 
i . war! pears being grown on quince roots, 
the roots do not diff er from ea< h other like 
the standard trees. 
I et the sam e m arks in 
color ot wood, cuds and grow th are distiu- 
guui.able. 
In cherries alm ost th e sam e difference 
w ill be noted; tho Duke and M orellos grow 
with low, spreading tops uud m ake roots 
correspond.ng with Hie 
tups, 
spreading 
around the tree with few if any top roots. 
H ie heart varieties grow w itll an upright 
body ana bead, aud their roots have a 
downward growth. 
in tho peach is observable less variation 
in Hie shape of Hie trees, the lops and roots 
g lo w in g very m uch alike in all varieties. 
H ie ouly way of uistinguisinng varieties in 
the peach is by the color of the bark aud 
color and shape OI the leaves. 
It is evident th at tho tops of different 
varieties have an influence over the roots; 
lot exam ple, you take a lot of apple seed ­ 
lings aud these may all grow alike Hie fir-t 
year; they are then glutted or budded, and 
alter tw o years or more we find the differ­ 
ence iu varieties. aud these differences ca­ 
eom a more ana more d istin ct as Hie trees 
get older. Docs any one suppose, asks Mr. 
Cole, that all the crooked roots would get 
iuto one varlet),as they seem to do in VViue- 
sap, w hile ail tho straight routs gut into 
the row of Turn the lam e or Early Harvest .' 
lf the tops do not have an effect on the 
roots, why all tills diuerence? 
Boil and situation a so nave an influence. 
In a I our soil tines of all kinds w ill grow 
nearer the top of the ground than they will 
in a deep. rich loam ; hon e, in poor soil, 
tree* should bo planted w ith rich soil iii tho 
bottom oi Hie boles, so th at Hie roots can 
find som ething to feed on as they grow 
downward. 
There is a class of fibre roots that grow 
as near the surtace as possible on all trees, 
aud, lf a tree is not cultivated, w ill com e 
entirely on the ton in som e cases. 
Most 
farmers do not know of this, or if they do 
know do not heed it. 
H ence they affect tho 
too by cutting off the feeding roots in their 
orchards, and the wonder is that they have 
any fruit at all. T hey do it like tins: They 
sow Hie orchard in w heat and glass, and 
then let it lav three, four or five years, 
b y 
this tim e the fine roots are close to the top 
of the ground, th ey then put in the plough 
aud cut them all off. 
in ttiat way the roots 
allect the top. ana not the top the roots. 
The roots w ill be louud to correspond to 
the tops of fruit trees as planted iii our 
orchards, if Hie top is straight aud upward 
the roots w ill tend downward, 
lf the top 
is crooked th e roots w ill be crooked also. 
lf the tree has a fiat, spreading top, the 
iou h» w ill conespond w ith it.

A Ch apte r of Seed Potatoes. 
In 
th e 
Southern and M iddle 
States, 
where the nam e of our most indispensable 
N orthern farm aud garden crop needs the 
prefix "Irish" or "w h ite” in order to dis­ 
tinguish it from tho more common sw eet 
po ate, th e belief is quite general that the 
best success with the former is obtains ole 
oniy by use of “ N onneru seed.” but I have 
never heard any one give a sound reason 
for th is alleg d superiority. 
The problem 
—one of a great num ber w hich we m eet :n 


em grown. 
___________ ____ 
their patrons why such seed is preferable. 
Last season Drought m e th e solution of th e 
m atter, and wiiTi it a striking illu stra­ 
tion of th e decided influence of qu ality 
of seed upon yield. 
Early la March I re­ 
ceived directly from the great potato dis­ 
tricts in w estern New York a lot of Bur­ 
bank, W'hite E lephant and D akota RodW>o- 
tatoes for seed. 
They were left outdoors in 
th e barrels as received, and not opened u n ­ 
til wanted for planting al out May I. 
The 
tubers then present* d about the sam e ^ap­ 
pearance as those In the cellars in our N ew 
Jersey people; they were badly wilted and 
covered w ith long sprouts. A lot of W hite 
Star potatoes, also from w estern New York, 
arrived only just in tim e for planting, and 
were then perfectly hard and solid and 
w ithout a sin g le sprout a quarter of an inch 
long. 
All w ere planted at the sam e tim e 
and under th e sam e conditions. The v t bite 
Mar-, contrary to expectation and tho popu­ 
li* r doctrine th at earliness can be promoted 
bv causing th e seed to sprout previous to 
planting, were the first to break ground, 
nud the rows could be seen a week or more 
sooner than those of the Burbank, W hite 
E lephant or Dakota. 
'I he Stars grew rapidly; th e others larged 
behind .ill througn the season, and none of 
them ever m ade near so large a top grow th 
as the Stars, though in form er years I had 
a1 ways seen the E lephants ex cel ihe Stars 
in am ount of foliage as w ell as in yield. 
This tim e the Star yielded by far the larger 
crop of any sort in the field. 
Now during 
ten or more years of ex ten siv e experim ent­ 
ing with different seed pieces, from single 
eye to w hole tuber, and through the habit 
of closely observing aud w atching 
the 
progress of grow th and th e relations be­ 
tween the growth of tollage, < specially dur­ 
ing the ta i lier part of th e grow ing season, 
and the ultim ate yield, I have learned to

A num lier of barrels of seed of 
the W hite Star fro it w estern New York 
were received only a few days prior to the 
tim e of plaining.

half-dozen barrels 
were purciiased of Peter H enderson—of 
cotirsp Northern grown, and. like the for­ 
mer. fresh and solid when planted. 
Tho 
I a g er part of the seed, how ever, consisted 
of hom e-grown tubers, w hich, at planting 
tim e and ow ing lo the earlier season of th is 
clim ate, were shrivelled and covered with 
long sprouts. 
The difference in app** trance 
oi the plats, esp ecially in th e earlier stages 
of growth, was striking indeed, aud the 
difference in yield largely in favor of the 
"N orthern’’ seed. 
These Incidents show quite plainly th at 
it is not th e latitude or production, but 
m erely the state ot preservation w hich de- 
cid s w hether the tu era are suitable fur 
seed or not. They show th at the farm er 
c nnot be too careful in the selection of 
seed potatoes, for tho difference iii th e 
quality oi tw o lots of such seed may m ake a 
difference of loo bushels, and som etim es 
more, in the acre rate of their respective 
yields, T he mere fac t th a t s e ! potatoes 
are ‘Northern grow n” w ill in no w ise ben e­ 
fit the person who plants them , unless they 
be in a more perfect state of preservation 
than his hom e-grown seed. 
" hen th e lat­ 
ter is fresh and sound and uninjured by the 
free em ission of sprouts, he has seed upon 
w hich he m ay salelv rely, ann he need not 
look farther north for seed with whic h lo 
obtain the host results. 
W herever a homo 
supply of such seed, on account oi the 
mile.ness of the wintor and the earliness of 
spring, cannot be obtained, recourse m ust 
be bad to seed grown farther north and 
w ell kept u n iil planting Duce. 
The qui s- 
tion, h ow m uch difference in price over 
sprouted tubers can the grower afford to 
pay for w ell-preserved seed? is n o te a -ily 
answered. 
All depends oil che crop to be 
grown. 
T he sk ilfu l pot ito farmer w ho w ill 
raise 300 or more bushels to the acre can 
afford to pay m uch more for good seed —as 
it will give him an increase of perhaps IOO 
bushels of tubers—than a neighbor whoso 
usual crop ranges betw een eighty and IOO, 
oi at be st. but little more, to the acre. and 
whose increase resulting from the better 
seed cannot be expected to be more than 
thirty or thlrtv-tive bushels. 
Even 
th e 
unskilled grower, how ever, will find 
it 
profitable to preserve ni6 seed potatoes in 
the best possible shape by keeping th em in 
a cool p la ce-and thus prevent sprouting; 
or, lf ne cannot succeed in this, to go to 
som e trouole and expense for the sake of 
obtaining sound tubers for seed.— [The

T he W'hite Trans­ 
parent, th e Grand Su it in and the (Jharlot- 
tenthaler are perhaps better in quality, but 
the first is rather sm all, and the secoud and 
third are not quite so sound in tree. A m ong 
fall apples the A lexander, the D ldenuurg 
and 
the 
Red Astrachan 
need no de­ 
scription. 
since 
nearly

them . 
They 
are quite 
generally regarded as th e 
three 
best 
culinary apoles oi their se '.son. The sum ­ 
mer H arvey has provent a perfece ironclad 
and an im m ensely productive tree. Am ong 
the newer Russians there are three very 
tine fall apples that should be largely prop­ 
agated. and to these should be added the 
large an I beautiful North German Red 
beitiiigheim or, w hich proves to be very 
hardy, if not quite ironclad. The R ussians 
referred to are, first, the Autum n Streaked, 
w hich is a large, handsom e, lirst-ciass des­ 
sert apple, hardly im erior to Gravenstein. 
In season it close y succee ds Oldenburg. 
N ext, th e Zolotereff, a large, oval apple, 
brilliantly striped with shades of dark and 
ligh t red, ab o a little later than Oldenburg, 
amt of distin ctly better dessert quality.

Tiffs is large, 
greenish w hite, w ith stripes of red on the 
sunny side, soft of flesh aud delicate of 
flavor. 
In preparing oat st'ibblo 
for w heat I 
would advocate a first ploughing as soon as

orcium siness. It is surprising w hat a differ­ 
ence a little labor in this line w ill m ake in 
actual comfort*. 
In cu ttin g pine or other tim ber th at is not 
to lie sawn up at once, it is Hest; to rem ove 
the bark im m ediately. 
This saves stain­ 
in g the sap and avoids the borer. 
Pine logs 
thus barked w ill not be affected w ith drv 
rot, and w ill be considerably ligh tened in 
th e! course of tw o or three m onths. Tits 
be t tim e to * ut logs of any kind for winter 
cutting is from A ugust to N ovem ber; hard­ 
wood t ees should have tho leaves left on 
and not be sawed into logs until th e leaves 
are ary. 
This exhausts the sap and partly 
seasons th e tim ber, m aking it more durable 
bv rem oving the sap and th e easily de­ 
com posing album en of i t 
• 
The only grasses that w ill m ake a perma­ 
n ent pasture on sandy land are orchard 
grass and ledtop. 
T hese succeed very w ell 
iii light, d iy soils. 
Clover does w ell on 
such land, but it lasts only tw o v* ars 
A lfalfa (lucerne) is n o ta pasture plant, as 
the treading destroys it. 
It is, m oreover, 
not In any sense a useful plant w here re I 
clover can bo grown, but m akes a very 
good substitu te in 
dry 
clim ates where 
clover does not find m oisture enough. The

P i t t s f i e l d , N. H., February 7.—A t the 
point w here the boundary lines of th e towns 
of Pittsfield, Barnstead, Gilm anton, and 
Loudon intersect each other, stands an im 
ntense w illow tree, gnarled and tw isted by 
age, but show ing little evidence of decay. 
On one side of th e tree, about four feet from 
the ground, there Is a sort of spur w hich at 
first glance would be taken for th e stub of a 
brokeu lim b, but which a close exam ination 
shows to bo a buck’s horn. The horn is 
slightly curved and is about a foot long. 
It 
is perhaps tw o inches in diam eter at the 
larger end. and runs to a point at th e sm aller 
end, w hich is driven into the treee. 
It is known as the "uuck-fiorn tree,” and 
has been so designated for a century and a 
quarter. 
Probably a hundred of th® in­ 
habitants of either of th e four tow ns nam ed 
might be asked 
about 
the 
"buck-horn 
tree.” and not one be found who could give 
an explanation of its nam e or tell tile part 
the tree has borne in the records of the 
towns. 
And yet it has a curious history, 
which is worthy of being preserved Iof fu­ 
ture generations. 
Green Osborne, w ho died 
at an advanced age, aud whose land cor­ 
nered on the "buck horn tree,” narrated the 
follow ing concerning it to his physician 
during Iffq last illn ess: 
T he tow n of Barnstead was granted, in 
1727, w ith certain stipulations regarding 
the building of a church, a stated num ber 
of d w ellin g houses, etc. 
The original sur­ 
vey of ttie tow n was m ade by John Tasker, 
who was the first settler, and a surveyor of 
great sk ill for those day*. 
His great-grand­ 
son, also nam ed John T askef, lives on the 
farm cleared by his ancestor, and uses the 
sam e com pass w ith w hich th at ancestor 
run the tow n lines over 160 years ago. 
Owing to Indian wars and other causes Hie 
stipulations nam ed w ere not perform ed 
until 1765, when a dispute arose betw een 
Barnstead and Chichester as to th e boundary 
line, C hichester then including w hat is now 
the tow n of Pittsfield. 
To settle th is dis­ 
pute the colonial L egislature appointed a 
com m ittee, consisting of M esbech W eare, 
John W entworth aud .John M cG uffey, to 
peram bulate and Ax th e line*. 
"They louud it very difficult work to lo­ 
cate the bound m arked by the "ouek-horn 
tree."and a great m any w itnesses w ere ques­ 
tioned on th e subject. 
Finally a m an w»a 
sworn w ho testified th at he had accom pa­ 
nied th e original surveying party in 1727, 
as a boy, ami that one day the hoad of th e 
party gave him a sound thrashing for som e 
deviltry he had com m itted. 
T hat n igh t 
they cam ped near th is boundary tree, and 
w hile the rest slept, he, out of revenge for 
his thrashing, took th eir rum bottle and 
digging a hole un er a tree close by. burled 
it, to th e great grief of the patty, when they 
discovered their loss. In reply to a question 
the w itness said he th ought he could find 
the tree at th e foot of w hich be had hidden 
the rum bottle th irty-eight years before, so 
the bearing was adjourned and he led the 
way to th e spot. 
"After looking th e place over carefully 
he indicated th e tree at w hose roots he 
wished them to dig. T he ground, w hich 
was swarded over, was as solid as though it 
had pever been disturbed, and the digging 
was begun w it’i little laith th at it would 
am ount to anything. 
A fter a few shovel­ 
fuls of e«rth bad been rem oved, how ever, 
som e hard substance 
was 
encountered, 
whioh proved to be th e rum bottle, and, 
furtherm or , it had th e surveyin g oarty’s 
rum still In It. T his find m ade th e location 
of the w illow tree easy, and In order to 
mark it so tiiat no m istake need be m ade in 
future, a buck’s horn was driven into it. 
which g ave it th e nam e of th e ’buck-horn 
tree.’” 
It has ever since been used as th e starting 
point for the peram bulation of th e tow n 
Tues, a n d e s a consequence, frequent m en­ 
tion is m ade of it in th e early records. 
Mr. 
Osborne did not know w hat was done w ith 
the runt bottle or the rum, but is haruly 
reasonable to suppose th at the latter was 
S 
reserved though th e former m ay have 
een. 
T hat a boy, in a spirit of m ischief, 
should have hid a bottle cf rum, and thir­ 
ty-eigh t years aiterw ard, w hen an old man, 
should , by finding th e bottle, end a fierce 
controversy betw een tw o tow ns, is cer­ 
tainly strange enough to m ake th e "buck- 
h* rn tree” one of th e fam ous landm arks of 
the State.

derings. 
H e was a bell founder by trade, 
and was em ployed by Colonel Aaron Ho­ 
bart in this business. 
The air furnace In 
w hich the bells were castw as in w hat is now 
W hitm an. 
T he first bell made was used at 
the old C ongregational church. 
Tfie Dell 
w eighed nearly lo o n pounds, and w hen it 
was being cast Mr. Ho art tossed fifty 
silver dollars into the m eltin g mass to g ive 
tone to the bell. A fter years of service the 
old bell < racked ai d was recast. 
Mr. Hobart also b eg in the m anufacture 
of cannon an I cannon balls about the com ­ 
m encem ent of tho revolutionary war, and 
w as the first person in the country w ho in­ 
troduced 
ami 
* oiiducted 
th e 
business. 
O wing to lack of experience, and th e prac­ 
tice of castin g in sand instead of clay, ho 
w as unsuccessful at first and sustained con­ 
siderable loss.

Secretary Mannino certainly m ages out

Therefore he divide# the

And he accordingly rec­

comity and hospitality. W hatever is decided 
upon, he protests against spoiling tho effect 
of all by needless am biguity, w hether acci­ 
dental or studied. So say we all. 
Let Can­ 
ada have no occasion to m isunderstand our 
meaning. A nother bill suggested by the 
secretary to the House foreign affairs com­ 
m ittee seems to be entirely free from it. 
It is, indeed, a suspension of “comity and 
hospitality” in the plainest sense. 
We can 
w ithhold the nam e of retaliation from it, 
but it has plenty of the real stuff in it for 
us. “A rose by auy other nam e will sm ell 
as sw eet.” For this reason, it is impossible 
to suspect th a t the secretary, representing 
the adm inistration in the m atter, has in­ 
truded his plan w ith in ten t to gain tim e for 
reciprocity negotiations, or for any other 
reason than to accom plish positive results 
forthw ith.

a m arriage contract: th a t enforces the cus­ 
tom of giving the first salutation to a host­ 
ess on entering a drawing-room, have all the 
effect of sim plifying the business o f hospi­ 
tality and rendering host and visitor alike 


rn Oro at ease. 
Still, thero are, w ithout doubt, observ­ 
ances extant in polite society th a t seem to 
have 
no foundation in common 
sense. 
Such are some of the practices with regard 
to th e leaving of cards. Wrho can say defin­ 
itely w hat is m eant by the turn in g down of 
the corner or end of a visiting card? One 
authority claim s th a t the visitor wishes to 
signify th at he intends his call for the en­ 
tire family, w hile another declares th a t it 
indicates the pasteboard was loft by the 
ow ner Injjerson. The stacks of cards ex- 
acted by the etiquette of some localities, 
which dem ands a separate m ark of atten­ 
tion for each m em ber of the family, w hile 
it m ay be to the interest of th e stationers, 
certainly bears little evidence of a plausi­ 
ble reason for being. 
A nother set of custom s th a t appear m ean­ 
ingless to the unprejudiced are those in re­ 
lation to the use of napkins. W hy it should 
be a violation of the canons for a gentle­ 
m an to place his napkin anyw here but on 
his left knee, why be should com m it a 
breach of etiquette by unfolding it as a 
wom an is perm itted to do, are problem s 
to tax the inquisitive. B ut w ith regard to 
this as to m any other apparently senseless 
m odes of conduct, it is never wise to violate 
Ic* convenances. A fter all, it costs one little 
to yield gracefully to 
the 
behest 
of 
the unseen power typfied by Mrs Grundy. 
One shows to far better advantage thus 
than when running a vain tilt against th a t 
august regent, who has m ost aptly been 
personified as of the fem inine gender. Per­ 
haps it is as well, considering the infinite 
varieties of taste and judgm ent ram pant 
in society, th a t the expressions of individ­ 
ual peculiarities should occasionally be 
held in check even if only by fear of the on 
flit of those not one’s intellectual superiors. 
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COMMON SENSE IN ETIQUETTE.* 


T he wonld-be unconventional m an or 
wom an sneers a t the idea, and the sneer is 
im itated by those who have given Hie sub­ 
ject little consideration. B ut in tru th roost 
etiquette sprang from common sense and 
stands on it as on a sure basis. Tho highest 
ordo Auf common sense is th a t which moves 
the m em bers of any class of society to show 
consideration for cue another. As civiliza­ 
tion. culture and refinem ent increase gen­ 
erally as one m ounts the social ladder. It 
results th at th e finer observances of points 
of breeding, deference and occasional cere- 
m oniousness are found am ong the highest 
ranks. 
Good breeding and the recogni­ 
tion and practice of etiquette are alm ost in­ 
separable. 
A little th o u g h t will easily convince the 
unprejudiced th at m any of 
tho 
m inor 
usages, the sm all courtesies th at at the first 
glance appear useless and absurd to the un­ 
initiated. have th eir origin not in a desire to 
m ultiply forms, but in a spirit of kindly re­ 
gard for tho com fort of others, and a re­ 
spect for the fitness of things. In America, 
w here Questions of precedence, of social 
ran k and of stately cerem onial have not 
yet assum ed the im portance which they 
bold in a land w here there dwells an ac­ 
knowledged aristocracy, it is safe to con­ 
clude when a form exists th a t there is gen­ 
erally a good reason for it. 
T he m an who 
kicks against established custom in these 
particulars usually succeeds only in b n ii^ 
ing him self, w ithout perceptibly injuring 
the object of his attack. 
The spirit th a t moves a m an to step aside 
th a t a wom an m ay enter the door before 
him . to refuse a luxurious chair w hile 
ladies eccnpy less easy ones, to resign his 
seat In boat or ear w ith lifted hat to a 
woman, young or old. to raise his h at again 
as he passes her fare to the box or answers 
her question, to hare his head at an intro­ 
duction and to perform the num berless 
graceful little attentions th at become sec­ 
ond nature to the true gentlem an, are 
all m arks 
of 
th at 
deference 
of 
the 
strong to the weak, which is the m ore 
beautiful 
because 
it 
is 
yielded will­ 
ingly 
to 
those 
who 
have 
not 
the 
power to compel it. 
In passing, it m ay be 
rem arked th at the tyro in such courtesies 
m ight feel more encouraged to persist in 
the good course he has begun if his efforts 
m et with more invariable response from 
their objects. 
The woman who accepts a 
m an’s scat w ith no word of acknow ledg­ 
m ent, or takes advantage of being a woman 
to push herself ahead of m en who have 
served their tu rn in standing in line at the 
tick et office or entrance door, wastes ber 
opportunity to teach a lesson in good m an­ 
ners. and hardens the heart of the dispos­ 
sessed m an against the next friendless or 
tired woman he may encounter. 
In the etiquette of the table, common 
sense may be clearly perceived. 
The un 
w ritten law th at forbids a guest to take 
two plates of soup guards against the sur­ 
feit th at would destroy the enjoym ent of 
the rem aining courses. The injunction th at 
prohibits rapping the knife with the fork 
In salting food is on the sam e ground th at 
subdues the loud rattling of china and tem ­ 
pers the necessary noise of a party of diners. 
The rule against 
touching fish with a 
knife aroids the unpleasant flavor im ­ 
parted to fish by the contact with steel, 
w hile even th e apparently arbitrary placing 
of plates, forks, spoons, etc., is regulated 


SHALL HOPE AGAIN BE DEFERRED I 


W hen the whole question of 
claim s 
against the governm ent arising out of 
French spoliation was referred to the Court 
of Claims, it was tacitly assum ed by the 
public th at the decisions of th a t tribunal 
would be considered by Congress as final 
and binding. Certainly the course of the 
assistant attorney-general in opposing the 
"test cases,” so called, during the past year 
before Judge R ic h a r d s o n and ills Asso­ 
ciates in W ashington, indicates th a t the 
m en who have set them selves against any 
paym ent on account of these petitions re­ 
garded the Court of Claim s as the battle 
ground of the great controversy. 
Now, however, th a t this court bas agreed 
th at these long-standing claim s are valid 
against the U nited States, and recom m end 
the paym ent of certain sum s in these “test 
cases,” a new departure seems to have been 
taken by the congressmen opposed to this 
m easure of justice. 
T he absuia plea is 
advanced th a t the argum ent against these 
claim ants has been “slovenly.” 
On this 
slight pretext it is now purposed to dis­ 
credit the judgm ent and decision ol the 
Court of Claim s by authorizing appeal to 
the Suprem e Court on behalf of either tho 
petitioner or the governm ent. 
It is a notorious fact th a t the Suprem e 
Court is so far behind in its work th a t no 
new business can possibly be undertaken by 
th at angust body for m onths, if not years, 
to come. As these French spoliation m atters 
were especially referred to the Court of 
Claims, this schem e to transfer litigation 
and action to the higher tribunal can havo 
but one m otive—delay, in the hope th a t once 
more the just expectations of the claim ants 
m ay be disappointed. 
The congressional com m ittee on claims, 
w ith Hon. J. R a n d o l p h T u c k e r as its 
chairm an, will not, it ts to be hoped, lend 
them selves to this policy of delay on any 
pretext. If there is to be any further oppo­ 
sition to the paym ent of claim s pronounced 
just by the court to which they were par­ 
ticularly referred, the petitioners havo at 
least the right to ask th a t the contest shall 
take place on the floor of the House of 
Representatives, and w ith as little delay 
as possible. Eighty-six years have passed 
since che original claim ants sustained their 
losses. It should not require the lapse of a 
ceuiury, in a country where freedom and 
fairness are supposed to rule, to do full 
justice to their cause.

SHOULD WOMEN BE HANGED I 
"Should women be hanged?” is a question 
which has been asked of H e n r y W a r d 


B e e c h e r . 
T his is w hat he has to say 
about it: 


Should w om en be hanged? 
W hy not? 
T here 
are m any as well fitted for It as men. 
I do not 
sec auy reason why they should be denied th e 
right* of the gallows! 
In all th e developm ents 
of th e ages th e re is nothing m ore dram atic and 
adm irable th an the m arch of women from th eir 
oriental degradation to th eir m odern em inence. 
They w ere slaves, ignorant, m inisters to pleas­ 
ure, degraded and degrading. 
They are now 
risen to em inence and refinem ent, v irtue, social 
and religions influence. . . . 
If a m an has a rig h t to preach, so has a w om an; 
to w rite, so has w om an; to conduct a farm or a 
com m ercial business, so has woman. If It Is 
rig h t for a m an to en te r th e functions reserved 
fo rw o m a u -to cook, to Knit and sew, so has a 
woman to perform a m an's w ork. If he may tu rn 
n urse, she may tu rn physician. Each one has a 
rig h t to do all law ful, things w hich they are 
adapted to. 
If, then, a m an has a rig h t to sw ear profanely, 
so has a w om an; to stea l, bo has a w om an; to 
bear false w itness, so has a w om an; to com m it 
rim m er, so has a w om an; to ba arrested, tried, 
convicted, so has a woman. 
From th e cradle to 
the gallow s, we elaim for w om an her full sched­ 
ule of rights. Indeed, th ere are some aspects In 
w hich a hanging w om an Is a more Im pressive 
spectacle th an a sw inging m an! 
As long as m en are to be hanged, let no one 
deprive a w om an of the privileges of the gallows 
on th e sam e edifying conditions. 
B ut is it b est to hang m en? 
I do not th in k 
it is. 
All this is true. 
But Mr. B e e c h e r ’s 
article em phasizes once more the (act th at 
w hether women are to be hangod or not 
is solely at tho m ercy of men. The law 
has alw ays cheerfully m ade women equal 
to the (fallows and to all other crim inal 
penalties. 
There is 
equality for them 
everyw here else, from the tax collector to 
the hangm an, but there is no equality for 
them a t the ballot-lox. 
She Oan'have no 
voice in electing the law m akers, who will 
m eddle with the dollar they earn, the child 
they boar, the land they own aud the taxes 
they m ust pay. 
They have no voice for 
m aking the laws under which they may be 
dragged to jail or hanged. No woman can 
bo tried by a jury of her peer?. Judge and 
jury m ust be men, in any and every case. 
The law virtually s;iys: "It is right to tax 
a woman, bat it is wrong to allow her to 
vote for those who will have the spending 
of her money. It is right to hang her, but 
wrong to allow her to help elect the men 
who will fix the penalty or m ake the law 
under which she m ay be hangod!" 
I do not know the m erits of Mrs. D r u s e ’s 
case. As I understand it,those who are asking 
for the com m utation of her death, sentence 
to iro n is tn n u iit for life base their petitiuu 
in part upon the long course of ll 1-treat­ 
m ent and abuse she had received from her 
husband, and tho chaule th at her desper­ 
ate act was com m itted 
in sol {-defence. 
They also suggest that, while women are 
regarded as minors, politically, they should 
be treated with som ething of the sam e leni­ 
ency shown to minors in cases of crime. 
Even 
the 
atrocious 
“ P o m e r o y 
boy” 
was 
recom m ended 
to 
mercy 
b ecau se 
of his youth, and escaped the gallows. 
Since “women and children" are reckoned 
together in so many legal categories, a 
certain argum ent can lie m ade for treating 
them alike in cases of crim e. If women 


are so em otional and larking In judgm ent 
th a t they m ust be classed w ith insane per­ 
sons and idiots in the m atter of voting, 
why may they not claim the im m unity of 
half-witted persons in the m atter of pun­ 
ishm ent? If they m ust not have equal 
wages for equal work, why should equal 
paym ent In tho “wages of sin,” which is 
death, be so rigorously insisted 
upon 
in their case? Many years ago the famous 
Frenchm an, M ICHELET, called attention 
to the inconsistency of French law, which 
regards women as m inors in all m atters of 
legal rights, but treats them as persons of 
full age in all m atters of punishm ent. The 
conclusion he drew was th at women should 
bo regarded as m inors in all cases, and that 
the extrem e penalty of tho law should 
never be inflicted upon them . 
I would 
rather have women treated in all cases as 
persons of full age, and say w ith W e n d e l l 


P h i l l i p s : “ While woman is adm itted to 
the gallows, the jail and tho tax-list, we 
have no right to debar her from the ballot- 
Dox.” A little boy said th at he dia not 
m ind a teacher’s showing partiality, only 
he thought she ought to show it to all alike. 
Law shonld be im partial, b at it should be 
im partial all around the circle—in regard to 
rights as well as in regard to punishm ents.

T hird—Im m igrants having a capital of 
iilooo or more aud their families, but no 
help. 
F ourth—Skilled laborers and their fam i­ 
lies. 
Fif lh —U nskilled laborers, male or female, 
end their children over 18 years of age 
Skilled labor shall be understood to in­ 
d u c e or m ean men or women who have 
worked at any trade for not le^s than Ave 
years, and who can produce a certificate 
Irom their last em ployer th at they are 
com petent m echanics, etc. 
Unskilled labor shall be understood to 
m ean men or women ol no definite business 
or trade. 
Tho first four classes to be adm itted free 
on producing evidence th at they are w hat 
they represent them selves to he. 
Class 5 shall pav a fee at the custom 
house of $300 for each pet son over the age 
of 18 years. 
Lot tho w orkingm en of the country unite 
on some such law as this, re file to vote for 
any m oniker of Congre-s unless he sup­ 
ports scmo such law. aud w ithin three 
years from now' it could bo passed and 
labor could ho as proud as capital in its 
lofty, protected position.

Well-Dressed Mobs as Seen 
at Receptions. 


flow They Throng tho Ileuses and Eat 


l> All the Hostess’ Viands, 


W hat an Officeholder is Expected to 
Do to Remain Popular. 


W a s h in g to n , 
February 1 3 .—Tho tray 
world at tho nation’s capital does nothing 
now but visit. From Monday morning until 
Saturday night there is the constant suc­ 
cession of dinners, teas aud receptions, at 
hundreds of private aud official houses, 
which all who wish to figure in fashionable 
Society are expected to attend. How tho 
ladies who throne these receptions over 
manage to stet through so much is a mys­ 
tery. And then, after all the hurry and 
worry and the fatigue which is inseparable 
from such social labors, is it worth while? 
Is there any real pleasure reaped from so 
much exertion? 
Very little, it must be confessed, and yet 
there seems to bo a kind of fascination in 
these never-ending visiting rounds, which 
drawsevery one into tho circle like a swarm 
of flies pouring into every open door. It 
is the custom in Washington, and as long 
as the breath of life roinnins, every one is 
expected to follow the custom. That so 
many perish in the attempt is not to be 
wondered 
a t 
Even Sundays are not 
exempt from the prevailing fashion, but 
are reserved for little social dinners and 
teas given to one’s intimate friends. 


W h y th e R r r e p u . g , A r e C ro w d ed . 
A great deal lias been said of late about 
the pushing and crowding at the Chinese 
ball, lu t something very much of the same 
kind may be seen almost any day in tho 
week at the different receptions. Almost 
everybody in official life in Washington 
keeps opeu house upon cerlaiu days of the 
week, and the great public is free to come 
sud go as it pleases on these occasions. 
At many houses tables are profusely spread; 
pretty young ladies in charming costumes 
pour tea, coffee or chocolate, or display 
their 
deftness 
with the 
punch ladle. 
The ladies receiving are generally ar­ 
rayed in full dress, with low corsages, short 
sleeves, or no sleeves, long trains, and 
glistening wiU%ewel?. The stranger, who 
wishes to call upon Mrs. Secretary This or 
Jfhat, has only to enter the front door, drop 
tis card into Ui£**ulver salver which an ob­ 
sequious wait*”*: - ^sents, and then ushers 
himself into tho drawing-room, and into 
the presence of 
the fair hostess, who 
usually lias half a dozen ladies receiving 
with her. 
In many homes the guest is not an­ 
nounced as he enters, therefore the hostess 
cannot know' the name of her visitor, who 
has left his l ard in the hall. She extends 
lier hand in greeting, makes a slight how, 
and then the visitor is expected to pass on 
and to amuse himself as he pleases, with­ 
out any further attention on the part of the 
hostess. 
The 
conversational 
gilt is a 
rare one, and there are few who pos­ 
sess it to 
tho 
degree as to be able 
to say just Hie right words of greeting to 
each now' comer. And then there is no time, 
for the crowds are great In many houses. 
Still, there is an apprecla lo dlflerence in 
the manner of receiving. The lady of gen­ 
teel breeding, who is accustomed to tho 
ways of the world, presides over hor house­ 
hold very differently from her who has 
been ushered into the gayeties of the cap­ 
ital from some little country village. How­ 
ever, true politeness is largely a matter 
of temperament andean only emanate from 
an unselfish nature. And any woman who 
lins tact, combined with forgetfulness of 
self. in her efforts to make others happy, 
although she may not have had the advant­ 
ages of worldly polish, will generally make 
a charming hostess. B u t unluckily, even 
a1! women aro not unselfish, and it some­ 
times happens that tile lady who receives is 
thinking far more of lier own personal 
appearance tiian 
of 
lier 
guests. 
She 
is on inspection. 
Silo feels, and can 
not for a moment forget, that tile eye* of 
the great world are upon her. As bhe has 
spent many anxious hours, sud evon days, 
upon her loilet, she is equally anxious to 
Combine the proper dignity and suavity of 
manner which is appropriate to the occa­ 
sion of her reception of tho public. Her hus­ 
band is a man holding a public office, 
and sho lias her part to perform in ensuring 
hiR popularity as well as he has. She is so 
engrossed in herself that she neglects to 
present the ladies who are receiving with 
lier 
She does not think it necessary, or, 
perhaps, she does not think it would be 
good form.” 
-Now, it would seem that true courtesy 
requires that each guest should be pre­ 
sented to each lady assisting the hostess. 
The ladies have arrayed themselves in gala 
attire especially for tills occasion, and there 
ran be little pleasure in standing up in any 
lady's parlor for two or three hours simply 
to be looked at. The guest, having shakou 
hands with tile hostess, is til en left to his 
or her devices, and locks around among 
the crowd, for there generally is a crowd, to 
see 
if any acquaintances are present. 
Failing 
in 
that, 
he 
stands 
apart 
a little, and carefully surveys the toilet of 
the hostess. 
He leisurely computes the 
value of her jewels, makes up his mind as 
to whether they are geniiite goats or only 
imitations, and, perhaps, estimates the cost 
ot lier outfit taken as a whole. He haft read 
in the papers that the wife of Senator 
Sn and So, or of 
Representative 
This 
or That, 
is 
a 
great beauty. 
He 
floes 
not 
agrao 
with 
the 
papers. 
Those reporters have a way of exaggerating 
m atters when they write about feminine 
charms. Having made up his mind as to 
the hostess, he saunters through tile draw­ 
ing-room, ana, while ostensibly looking at 
the pictures upon tho walls, ho casts ids 
eyes over the furniture, Hie bric-a-brac, the 
draperies, and, in fact, takes in tbetout-en- 
(enable ot the luxurious room. He makes 
up his mind that it may pay a luau to hold 
public office. 
Of course all this extravagance cannot 
be supported upon a beggarly $r>OOO a year. 
In these days a man must be rich bolero he 
can afford to accept office, that is, if he ex­ 
pects to uphold a social position as well as 
a political one. Senators who aie not able 
to give dinner parties, or to dress their 
wives and daughters in tho height of the 
mode, and who are positively too poor to 
indulge in even the luxury of a swallow- 
tailed coat for themselves, aro not want­

have long since gone by in Washington. 
'Hie era of luxury, of ostentatious display 
of wealth, of unceasing anile for tho upper­ 
most place in the most distinguished cir­ 
cles, and of reckless expenditure has come 
in 
The day when the sordid ambition of 
e lipsing one’s neighbor, not in talents or 
rn good deeds, hut in a luxurious st. lo o t 
Ii' mg. has arrived. Close to the great lieait 
of our Republic, that glittering and fascin­ 
ating thing called society has taken root, 
both deep and strong, and tho result must 
he that its influence will teach far and 
wide, whether for evil or for good the fu­ 
ture alone can determine. 


W h a t the A v e r a g e G u e s t Mora. 
But to co back to our guest in the draw­ 
ing-room. Having duly inspected tho pic­ 
tures upon the walls, the furniture, the cur­ 
tains and everything else worthy of notice. 
he wanders into the room where refresh­ 
ments are offered. A long table is laden 
with dainties, and pretty young ladies, 
beautifully dressed, are doing the honor of 
presiding at the least.

a place like Washing­ 
ton, where oue’s circle of acquaintances 
easily becomes a large one, entertaining 
one s own particular friends witli dinners 
and banquets makes large demands upon 
one’s hospitality, and, on those days when 
the doors are thrown upou to the nubile at 
large, it seems unt only unnecessary, but in 
some eases a positive evil, to offer reiresh- 
ments. 
People who live iii tho plainest manner 
at home, whose tables are never spiead 
with dainties, have only to go tho rounds 
of fashionable houses during the week and 
satisfy their epicurean tastes us much us 
they will, It is also quite tho fashion to 
otter wines aud punch at these receptions, 
and

reaches home? Ana the effect, not only for 
that day but for all future? Is it not the 
fact that many women in high life acqulro 
the habit of indulging in sttffiulents just 
from sucli frequent sipping of the intoxi­ 
cating cup at fashionable places? lf those 
who. in the fullness of their hospitable 
spirit, offer this c u p to their fair sisiers, 
would only pause to think of the possible 
harm they may be doing, if they could 
realize the positive evil they do accomplish, 
all punch and wines would be forever ban. 
lshed from their tables. 
It is claimed thai there is no danger of 
this kind lurking here, but statistics show 
that the habit of indulgence in liquors and 
opium is frightfully on the increase among 
women in high ilia It is not the women of 
tim middle classes, who do not mingle in 
the gay world, and whose minds are fully 
occupied with their daily cares, it is not 
these who beconio inebriates, but among 
the very rich, who are constantly exposed 
to temptation, and among the poor, who are 
starving ann freezing, and who seek com­ 
fort in the fatal dram, because there Is noth­ 
ing else so cheap as rum. It is among these, 
the highest and the lowest in toe social 
scale.that female inebriates are found. Tho 
downward path leads to the same goal for 
each—for the wealthy woman, in lier line 
raiment, her costly jewels and laces, and 
for her wrctcheu sister in rags. 
Society has its well-uresaed mob. just as 
tho street has it-: mob in rags, and one need 
not to be astonished at tho presence of 
either as occasion offers. And. iii view of 
this ever-present mob, should those holding 
official positions attempt to entertain the 
public at large in the same manner as they 
do their own friends? Putting an end to 
this custom would also put an end to many 
disagreeable scenes, which are the source 
of deep mortification, not only to those who 
give tho entertainments, but also to those 
who attend them, aud who are compelled 
to witness such actsof ill-breeding as make 
them blush for their countrymen and 
women.

PROTECTIONIST DEMOCRATS. 


They Issue a Manifesto Addressed to 
Speaker Carlisle—Willing to Reduce 
Duties that Would Still be Prohibi­ 
tory. 


W a s h i n g to n , February 8 .—Thoro was 
sent to Speaker Carlisle today a letter 
signed by Representatives Randall, War­ 
ner, Henley, McAdoo, Henderson. Wise of 
Virginia and Gay, In response to his com­ 
munication returning the substitute bill, 
presented for the consideration of himself 
and those holding similar views, respecting 
tariff revision. 
The letter expresses regret that the re­ 
duction of the revenues aud prevention of 
surplus is made impossible by so wide dif­ 
ferences and that tho compromise measure 
was not accepted. 
“Between tho two ex­ 
tremes of free trade and a prohibitory tariff 
there aro three principles, one or the other 
of which must rule. These may bo repre­ 
sented 
by three 
lines; 
a 
hot iron tai 
representing aa even rate laid upon all im­ 
ports for re\em ie; an irregular line repre- 
sentiug maximum revenue, and third a 
line representing differences in the cost of 
production in this and other countries. Wo 
arc ready to join in a reduction of the tariff 
on all articles that are above the line of 
difference 
in 
cost of production 
and 
on 
those 
things 
on which the duty 
is non; above that lina We think it the im- 
! elative duty of Congress to reduce the 
tariff so as to prevent the possibility of a 
monopoly combination to put u p prices be­ 
yond the competing point. 
Labor has no 
interest above the competing line.” The let­ 
ter goes on to say th at the continued 
importation of any product, notwithstand­ 
ing the tariff,'is proof that the duty is not 
above the line of difference in cost.” it 
further says: "We should not feel justified 
in departing from this principle in any re­ 
vision. There Is, however, room tor a re­ 
duction of the tariff without contravening 
this principle.’’

Howells’ Idea of Dickens 
and His Work. 


Scott, Shakespeare, Bnlwer, Their Char­ 


acters and Audiences. 


Modern Book [Reviewing and the 
Animus of the Men That Do It 


N'f.w York. February 3.—Mr. Howells has 
boldly attacked the artistic spirit of the 
authors of twenty years ago. especially of 
Mr. Dickens, find it is no crime lo do this 
any more than to supersede an old creed or 
philosophical opinion. The science of the 
past bad to be routed, though conscience 
led it and invented it, and it was good 
enough for its time. All the chemists can 
remember when ns good a man as Dr. 
Priestly believed that there was a thing 
called phlogiston, which inhabited all mat­ 
ter, just os another fictitious thing, called 
the anima, inhabited matter, too. 
Hie 
auima was 
a 
kind of spirit of inde­ 
pendent structure and organizat ion, a ‘.mere 
bird wbicli used man as a bird’s nest, while 
tho phlogiston was a kind of restless lire 
which belonged in all matter, and when it 
got out of the matter there ensued very 
healthy air. 
Even this idea was an im­ 
provement upon tho time when the an­ 
cients, and the moderns, too, thought there 
were only four or five elements, of which 
the air was one, and it was indivisible. In 
the course of time it came out that instead 
of phlogiston 
leaving* air to make Dr. 
Priestly’s newly discovered gas, there was 
a thing called oxygen, which entered Into 
tho matter burned, and oxygon continues to 
dance a jig on the grave of phlogiston, 
though poor Dr. Priestly to tho last of his 
life in America continued to denounce the 
oxygen converts one alter the other. 
So it is with the old schools of fiction. 
The world grows rapidly in our times, aud 
Mr. Dickens chiefly tried to find in ids na­ 
tive England, and especially in the city of 
London, interesting materials for a nativo 
literature. The historical novol was about 
done; nobody could come up to Sir Walter 
Scottin writing it. Mr.James, Mr. Ainsworth 
and otbors had taken up all the subjects at 
l ouie and aoroad which had been omitted 
by Shakespeare and Scott. Dickens was a 
reporter, chiefly in the courts, iud espe­ 
cially the police courts. Ile was a 


K e r n O b n e m r a n d A m b itio n * M a n , 
who desired to attract attention nnd to 
emancipate himself from the small daily 
thraldom of tho newspapers. 
Instead of 
rejoicing in the vices of such persons as he 
saw who hail broken the laws of man or 
God, as Smollett and Fielding had done, 
he undertook to sublimate these unhealthy 
people and to recommend them to tim 
million of readers which had risen through 
modern education since the time of Scott. 
The medium he chose to reach these peo­ 
ple was the serial or weekly cheap publica­ 
tion, and therefore he had to put the salt 
and pepper and mustard in the dish every 
week, lost his readers might grow tired in 
tho interval. He was like some revival 
preachers w ho go their rounds from church 
to church, appearing only one week in a 
year, and they are expected to thump the 
Bible so hard, shout so tremendously and 
tell such a whopper of a tale about sin and 
topbet, 
that 
it 
will 
be remembered 
for 
a 
whole 
year, 
or 
until 
they 
come back again. We would hardly say 
that this was healthy preaching. No more 
was tho serial novel of Dickens healthy 
literature for all time. Mr. Howells makes 
his error in denouncing that novel for its 
own day and generation. 
Dickens has 
made it possible for Mr. Howells to be writ­ 
ing. Between Howells and Dickens you 
can find a whole school of story-makcrs, 
who have derived most of their artifice and 
taking tricks from Dickens. Bret Harte is 
ono of these: any person familiar with 
Dickens tan identify Harte’s artificial dia­ 
lects, which are those of neither the East 
nor the West nor yet tho North or South. 
I hey are tricks of misspelling, which tickle 
the mind by their mixing of contrary ideas. 
When you see a man fall down you laugh, 
though you should cry if you reasoned about 
it, It is the unlooked for tumble which 
makes you laude the change from dignity 
to sprawlingness. So a bit of misspelling 
excites a smile in Hie mind, even though it 
carries nothing else than 
O U tlnrii* o r D im in tn n i. 
Much of Dickens’ humor was studying 
up phrases which would make a laugh. 
Joe Gargery kept talking about a tine 
“Agger” of a woman. Ii he had spelled it 
“ligure” of a woman there would have been 
no laugh. I recollect once writing in the 
New York Tribune of the Sixth avenue 
‘‘gal.” who covered herself with steel 
jewelry and bought little traps and gew­ 
gaws which came apart the next day. yet 
thought herself high up in the social stand­ 
ard, They spelled it in tile mighty correct 
Tribune ’the Sixth avenue girl.” Then I 
found I could not laugh myself and still I 
had been as witty in the one form of spell­ 
ing as in tho other. Dickens would have 
had just as much right and no more vanity 
had he assailed the novelist immediately 
preceding him, as Mr. Howells has shown. 
Thoro are two questions between Mr. 
Howells and Mr. Dickens, and they are to 
be considered separately. 
One of these 
questions is whether Mr. Dickens was us 
aide a man as Mr. Howells and his school. 
The other question is whether it is advisa­ 
ble for mon in our time to write like Dick­ 
ens, or to write with tho incentive that 
Howells lias. 
Howells has no such cyclopean power as 
Dickens, who had an eye to difficulties 
ahead, which could see Ulysses out at sea, 
and yet it was broken into so many little 
lenses that it carried Hie infinite reflections 
and refractions of a kaleidoscope. Parts oi 
Dickens are just as simplo and unaff ected 
as anyuody can write now. You will find in 
parts of David Copperlield the most accu­ 
rate descriptions ot particular experiences 
in Hie. such as David getting drunk before 
the quiet young woman who loved bim; or 
when a poor little boy, being bullied by the 
landlady at tho inn for having drunk so 
much ale and eaten so much lunch, when 
the servant at the house bad done it all. 
The serial method of publishing was ac­ 
countable for much of Dickens extrava­ 
gance, both in humor and in terror aad in 
pathos. After all it is the audience w hich 
makes the author. Sir Walter Scott, who 
wanted money just as bad as Dickens, lf 
not worse, pitched ail his novels on the key 
of the Tory party, the nobility, the country 
gentry ami even the Jacobites, because in 
that day thov bought the highest priced 
novels, which paid rem. nor,.live copy­ 
rights. Hence his characters were very sel­ 
dom selected from the democratic classes. 
You can follow Mr. Howells’ characters 
through ii s own quiet experience. He was 
a Western boy who went on a newspaper, 
and never amounted to enough in tho 
newspaper press to tempt him to stay in it; 
his newspapers were mainly country papers 
in secondary towns.where the salaries were 
hardly above $1000 a year. The accident 
of writing 
the 
life 
of 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
sent him abroad as a consul and hence lie 
lias a novel located about Venice. 
There 
iiis wife’s brother. Larkin Meade, fell in 
love 
with 
a poor Veuet'an girl. who 
claimed, like many of them, to be of patri­ 
cian stock. The incident entering Into the 
family made its impression on Mr. Howells. 
He wrote a book called “ Venetian Ufo,” 
w hich would attract but Beaut attention if 
he should write it now. The Americans 
had not gone aboard at that day in such 
numbers as to disdain little sketch books of 
the life of Hie principal cities. I suppose 
that Mr. Howells, however, would not arro- 
fate that his “V enetian Life” superceded 
,ord Byrcn’s plays upon historical Venice. 
Byron indeed will nave his day again, and 
m ny of these present writers are Ins un­ 
conscious tollowers. Ho wont from land to 
land and illustrated them all. al ways In a 
serious, analytic, lofiecttve way. There is 
K o S u c h IV r l t I n u a * " C h ild e I l n i o t i l ” 
in any other language; it is the very essence 
of Anglo-Saxocdom. Mr. Howells returned 
to the United States, and having married a 
young lady from Vermont, he had access to 
New England life. «dU began to describe 
such portions of it as lie himself saw. As 
time proceeded and he became connected 
with a Boston magazine bis opportunities 
for observation extended and lie saw the 
successful men of Boden or some of them. 
He saw that ni'stic sort of life wbicli has 
ti Bowed tho breaking up of cid orthodox 
religious organizations, suiffi as spiritual­ 
ism, 
mesmerism, 
etc. 
These 
are 
all 
transitory things, but they properly in­ 
terest the passing generation. Tile success­ 
ful man at last is he who w ill go and dis­ 
cover an audience and write for it. 
As for 
the so-called critics, those who do not create 
anything, but snuggle down to be powers in 
literature bv printing what they like about 
other people’s books, they are no audience 
tor anybody, and if now and then one of 
th e m apprehends what an author is about 
Le lias unusual sense. I have seen so much 
of that mass of people who had failed to ap­ 
prehend the larger opportunities of journal­ 
ism that I generally smile w hen I see what 
is called a “review of criticism” started iii 
one of our largo towns. 
The book critic about the newspaper 
office was in general a man w'ho could not 
understand the news; he was not profound 
enough to take hold of a large event hap­ 
pening right abreast of him and follow it 


along to a solution. He soon grew sick of 
actual events, belittled dealing with them 
and fell back to some unimportant berth in 
Hie newspaper, such as going out to a con­ 
cert or being intrusted with a book to 
notice. His timidity of nature rendered 
bim, of course, jealous of those men who 
published books and had passed through 
the gateways of the mere business part of 
authorship. I WM talking to Mr. Croly.oiieof 
our oldest managing editors iii New f ork, 
who had tho World in Manton Marble s 
day and was lone on the Herald. Boid I: 
“Do anv of the book reviews in New York 
make any money?” “No," said he, “the 
New York Nation, I am told on the best 
authority, suuk $82,000 endeavoring to 
establish itself, and finally slid under the 
bulwarks of the 
old

which 
bad 
been 
purchased 
with 
the 
proceeds 
of 
railroad 
specula­ 
tions." I 
inquired what, 
such another 
concern called the Critic was doing. Mr. 
C’roly said it had not paid and could not 
possibly pay. We were talking iii the Lotos 
Club, and a gentleman w as pointed out to 
mo there who had put 37200 in this little 
weekly called Hie Clitic, on which he had 
received no dividend and had scant expecta­ 
tions ot any. The exposure of the concern 
at Chicago, whinli took the name of Liter­ 
ary Life. illustrates Hie career of these 
sophomoric and amateur attempts to lie 
authorities in literature. There was some 
scrub, nobody knows who, writing the most 
presuming letters to lade-: like Miss Cleve­ 
land and Miss Wilcox, stating that thoy 
now had an opportunity; that the time had 
come; that the gong had struck, aud the 
hour and the man had met. 
P o o r M in i C le v e la n d , 
a thoroughly upright woman, who wanted 
to be independent and have a good in­ 
fluence in the world, conceived that some 
honorable person had distinguished her, 
had seen into ber mind, and she made the 
misstep of committing her name to this 
man. He forthwith used her for all sho 
was worth. 
Blind Tom was put to his 
trumps by Jiis boss as a memorizer and a 
machine not mote slavishly thai^ this poor 
woman, the President's sister. Tile fellow 
who had 
tho 
publication undoubtedly 
valued his privileges for lie would not let 
hor edit the thing alter she was entrapped 
into it. With the magnificent spirit of tiiese 
review editors and publishers, he thought 
lie had too grand a thing to let Miss Cleve­ 
land, or possibly Grover Cleveland, have 
any say in the matter. Yet it was Literary 
life. 
What 
kind of 
literary life 
had 
that 
chap 
led 
who 
undertook 
to 
lead it and prescribe for it and whack 
at everybody who wrote had according to Ids 
design and Idas? The same may be said of 
the w hole tribe of those w ho design to be 
literary authorities, without having made 
any literature. When Mr. Howells writes 
criticisms they emanate from a man who 
has done some creative work. I think, as 
lie coes, that when a man is an American 
w riter he best look around him and not only 
take up those subjects ani shapes (Alite 
which he observes, but treat them in what 
be may conceive to be the true method of 
this country. One cause of tho alleged de­ 
cay of American fiction has Peon tho tad 
example of exaggerating writers like Mr. 
Dickens. With his monstrous giants out of 
Barnaby Rudgo. ids terrible criminals like 
Bacin and Sykes aud Jonas Chuzzlewit, 
his lean, transparent, moonshine children 
likeStnike nuif01iverTwist,alI whipped and 
bloody. Iiis Utile hunchbacks,like Miss Mig- 
gles, aud 
III* K it; IIiiiM -hbncfc*, 
liko Barnaby Rudgo — how can a plain 
straightforward country like this furnish 
any such novels which can be reasonably 
popularized? 
The way back toward tho 
truth is hard lo follow, as any woman 
knows who has wandered from virtue and 
passed down through the slums and up 
through the gilded hollowness of well paid 
corruption; when she undertakes to go 
back to a life of humility and toil tho truth 
and be what she once was, the very tame 
ness almost destroys her again. Another 
injurious author in his influence on Ameri­ 
can letters was Bulwer. Towards the last 
he w as groping in the direction of real 
life. 
But 
for a long 
time 
he 
dealt 
with goblins. 
Such 
books as "Harold 
the Last of the 8axons.” may have well 
suited ttio young people, like some kind of 
aurora borealis and prize tight among the 
thunderbolts, while among some other per­ 
sons who have had some training in hotter 
style, thoy seem to bo dull books from their 
very extravagances. Mr. Howells does not 
criticise tho lavorite authors of the middle 
portion of our ceutury like one who had 
started a tiiteeu-cent review and was bound 
to mash his way to some kind of celebrity 
aud, if necessary, to sneer himself into no­ 
tice. He was called to criticise on account 
of his experience and ability to create. 
I 
think 
thut 
he 
is 
in 
the 
right 
direction. 
I 
have 
several times tried 
of late to read Dickens, and I cannot 
believe in the characters. Pickwick seems 
to bo a kind of hollow skin tilled with Joe 
Miller isms, which rattle about when be is 
shaken up. Even Thackeray, who came 
much nearer the truth, tukes too much 
space and time to do his performance, 
which is like a Chiuese play that lasts 865 
nights, aud limn is continued iu our next. 
These men ministered to their generation, 
and were stepping stones to better tilings. 
it is by no ineaus the longest endeavor 
which is triumphant. The most effective tale 
of our time has been the little story of “La 
Dan e aux Camellias," which young Dumas 
wrote in a few weeks, while his father 
would take a year or tw o rolling out the 
same old story over and over again. 
This 
little piece bas become a part of standard 
opera ann of standard drama as well, and 
very much of French literature ever since 
lias been set to Its key. The trouble with 
American life is its monotony in everything 
but physical experience. Mr. Howells duos 
not liko to take up the robust people who 
effected immediate changes in their times. 
I should think that some American novel­ 
ist would vet arise who would be just as 
true as Mr. Howells iii his methods, but 
apply them to a higher grade of characters 
than he has seen fit to study and embody.

N e w Y o r k , February 13.—Under tho 
cantion “Arm the Coasts,” the Herald today 
publishes a series of six articles on prom­ 
inent seaports. Beginning with Providence. 
R. I., it says: An enemy afioat would make 
short work of the material wealth located 
within gunshot of Narragansett hay’s ship 
channel. 
A hostile fleet would have a 
powerful incentive to make a raid on 
Narragansett bay, for Newport, which lies 
within rifle cannon raugo of the ocean, 
behind Fort Adams, is an important place 
in its way, and an enemy would demand a 
heavy indemnity for its release. 
The total taxable value of its real estate 
is $22,084,200; personal property is abun­ 
dant, aud $35,000,000 represents the true 
value of the realty. 
Being one of tho capitals of the State, a 
certain moral effect attends the holding of 
the city by an enemy. As a depot for mili­ 
tary supplies Newport is one of tho best. 
locations on the eastern coasts, and Hie 
lieavy ironclads of England or France can 
anchor in Man-o’-War harbor with plenty of 
water beneath theirkeels iii addition to the 
twenty-five or twenty-six feet necessary to 
float them. 
It is only throe hours’ moderate steaming 
tor a heavily-armed gunboat 
to 
roach 
Providence, widen is well worth Hie visit 
of an enemy. Some of the elements of 
wealth of this great manufacturing town 
are as follows: 
The State valuation of real estate alono is 
$ 1 1 6 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . The national banks possess 
a larger capitalization than those of Phila­ 
delphia.

A s h e v i l l e , N. C., February I.—When I

On the 23d of May the command under 
General Augur and General Sherman h a r­ 
ing marched to Baton Rouge, where they 
had been in oamp during the operation on 
the west bank of tile Mississippi, now 
marched toward Port Hndson, uniting with 
the forces under General Banks, which bad 
moved down from the Red river. General 
Grierson’s cavalry, 
which 
had 
raided 
through the State of Mississippi, and arriv­ 
ing at Baton Rouge were attached to Gen­ 
eral Banks' command. The ri bs were now 
surrounded. 
We immediately advanced, 
drawing them out of their rifle pits. The 
troops were in the following position : The 
right was commanded by General Weitzel 
with his own aud one division of General 
Emory’s command, the right centre by Gen­ 
eral Grover, tho left centre by G?neral 
Augur and the extreme loft by General T. 
W. Sherman. Our line extended from the 
river above to the river below. On the 
25th Weitzel** brigade, with the divisions of 
Grover and Emory and two regiments of 
odored troops, advanced to the assault on 
the extreme right, crossing and driving the 
enemy across Sandy creek aud into his 
fortifications.

Museum, which were worn as late as 1865 
and 1860. Another form of written charm 
w as given up by a young woman at Chelsea 
to the late Cardinal Weld. it was carefully 
sealed. the penalty for opening it being a 
return of the toothache, aud consisted of 
the words: 
Good devil cure h er 
And take her for your pains. 
Biabo# Hall, in bis character of Virtues 
and Vices, says of the superstitious man. 
"tie wears Furcebriau characters for the 
toothache." 
In some parts of Sussex, England, there is 
a superstition that lf you put on your right 
sto king, right shoo and right trouser-leg 
before the left you will never have tooth­ 
ache. To put a double nut into your pocket, 
to pare your lrager-nails and toe nails and 
wrap the parings in a taper, also are 
charms against the toothache.

We 
failed to maintain our position within the 
main works. Tile First, Second aud Third 
Louisiana colored troops were in this 
charge, and they fought with the despera­ 
tion ol tigers. After tiring one volley they 
did not deign to load again, but went in 
with bayonets, and wherever they had a 
chance it was all up with the rebels. During 
attack of the centre by Glover Duryea’s 
battery was placed in position. The ad­ 
vance had to tie made by the Hank through 
a narrow pathway, hardly wide enough for 
four to go abreast 
The Twelfth Maine was in the advance, 
followed by the Thirty-eighth Massachu­ 
setts aud Tiiirty-firsi Massachusetts, sup­ 
ported by the Due Hundred and Filty-sixth 
and One Hundred and Seventy-fifih New 
York. Advancing rapidly the rebels opened 
a brisk fire in front, also a cross-fire from 
both flanks. l.ieutenant-Colonel Rodman 
was killed at this point, the lire was so 
heavy. The rebels concentrating a heavy 
force in our Iront, the assault at this point 
was a de,>d failure, and the attack on the 
left amounted to Hie same. 
Owing to some misunderstanding who was 
to blame for the assaults on the right Weitzel 
charged abouts o’clock, Grover at about IO, 
Augurand Sherman at 2. Takingour part in 
sections the rebs had time to concentrate 
against each assault. General Sherman led 
the attack in person, and fell, severely 
wounded in the leg. General Neal Dow was 
also wounded. Colonel Clark ol the Sixth 
Michigan was killed: Colonel Cowles of 
the One Hundred and Twenty-eighth New 
York also, by a bayonet thrust; Lieutenant- 
Colonel Smith of the zouaves severely 
wounded. 
It must not be supposed that while the 
army was doing all this desperate lighting 
on shore the navy was idle. On the con­ 
trary, the gallant admiral was at work with 
tile entire squadron both above and below. 
The gunners moved their position much 
nearer the enemy's works, and kept up a 
continuous tire of thirteen-inch she I. The 
Hartford and Albatross engaged the upper 
batteries, trad when General Weitzer cap­ 
tured the six-gun battery before referred 
to, they moved further down aud support d 
him ny attacking the n st below; as the 
sun weut down the guns became silent, 
aud tile troops found their way into the 
ravines, and under the fallen trees bolding 
our position close to the parapets, which we 
were not aide to go over at pre ent for rea­ 
sons best known to ourselves.

In my third paper I said on March 14, 
when we marched from Baton Rouge to­

ing out more men than wo could have lost 
lf we had attacked at that time. The earth­ 
works around Fort Hudson were remark­ 
able strong, the parapets of un average 
thickness of 20 feet and the ditch 15 feet 
deep arid 12 feet wide, commencing at a 
point below the town about one mile 
known as Ross’ landing, extending 
to 
Thompson’s crock, a trout half a mile a ove. 
Near Ross’ landing on the river hank the 
line oegan in an enclosed bastion work. At 
tile southeast salient o fth e line was an 
other work; a third was situated at tile 
fork* of tne roads leading to Baton Rouge 
and Bayou Sara, aud there was a fourth 
facing Thompson’s creek. 
The entire length of Hie line was about 
four miles, our line about six miles; then 
for half a mile in front of their works 
every tree bad been out aowu and allowed 
to fall in every direction.

MAKING FISH-HOOKS. 


Only Two Place* in America Where the 
Little Barbed J’* Are Made—An In* 
teresting Interview. 
For many years Brooklyn was the only 
city in America where fishhooks were made. 
In fact, today there Is only one ether place 
in the country. Much curious information 
has been presented by different writers con­ 
cerning fishhooks tracing their use to the 
times of the prophesies of Amos and to the 
still more remote writing of the book of 
Job, is both of which they are mentioned, 
and they cite their use by the apostles. 
In Bohn’s late addition of "W alton’s Com­ 
plete 
Angler" 
are 
described the nice 
differences of form and qualities pf the 
Kirby, Limerick. Kern a1 and snoek bend 
hooks, aud long shanks are recommended 
for books that are to be dressed with long 
bodied files, as tfie dragon fly, the stone fly 
and the sp der fly, any superfluity in length 
being easily nipped off. The Kirby hook 
derived its name lrorn an ancient family 
w ho had become famous in their manufac­ 
ture). Charles Kirby, who lived in the time 
of Charles II., acquired from Prince Rupert 
the art of tempering, which remained in 
use in the family till 1760. A lineal de­ 
scendant of th ;t Charles was then making, 
near Aldersgate street, London, the hooks 
in best repute for shape and temper. Tho 
first improvement in the construction of 
the fish hook from Abe old conventional 
style was made about thirty years ago. 
Fish-hook making In the United States 
was first introdu< ©din Brooklyn In 1*44 by 
Job Johnson and was carried on extensively 
by bim until the year 1867, when the busi­ 
ness w as turned over to John W. Court. Mr. 
Court nays: 
’J capie to this country from the village 
of Red itch in Worcestershire, England. In 
this town are many fish-hook manufactur­ 
ers. and while a mere boy I started out to 
learn the trade. 
When I had finished I 
came to Brooklyn and worked for Johnson 
for a while end then I began for myself. 
I 
hammered out fish-hooks by my frauds in a 
humble little shop not far from bere, 
aud continued to do so 
until a few 
years ago. when 
my inventive genius 
for ed me to experiment 
My labors were 
rewarded by the successful invention of a 
patent automatic fish-hook machine, which 
makes eighty-five hooks, of any size, per 
minute, from the common wire as fed from 
a reel 
In olden times tho hook had to Ie 
handled many times before completed. 
First the wire was cut to the right length 
for the size needed; then we cut the barb 
on, ana the next thing was to anneal the 
book, then forge 
it on a drop press, 
next 
shear 
it 
on 
til 
same 
press, 
then grind tne 
point, 
hape it, 
and 
alter that eye or flute it. 
Then 
the 
hook was ready for tempering. These 
were all done with hand machines. I came 
to the conclusion that it was a slow process 
and invented tim machine I have referred 
to above, which combines ail of these hand 
machines into one. I am now at work upon 
a ma hine expressly tor trout hooks, and 
wiien completed will turn out hooks at the 
I ate of 160 per minute. At the present we 
make about 80,000 hooks per day, or a total 
of 24.000,000 per year. The method of the 
automatic patent machine is about as fol­ 
lows; The wire is taken from the coil the 
same as received from the mill and run 
through a revolving straightening machine, 
composed of pieces of steel screwed in 
zigzag shape, which acts as a friction on the 
wire and straighiens it. Then it is drawn 
on to a large wheel five feet in diameter 
(the process being the same as winding cot­ 
ton on a spool) irom the last end of the 
wire and is taken arm put into the machine 
by an automatic feed by two rollers any 
length you want. Then it is sheared off, 
tiansfered aud the eye is nut on. It passes 
on and the barb cutter puts the barb on; 
then the forging dies take hold of It and 
flatten the point out; it still travels 
on aud the chipping dies trim the biott 
off at, an angle w filch leaves a ragged 
point.

intricate 
machinery, 
when 
the 
rotary mills take the rough edge off the 
hook and then the other mills, made V 
shape, tile on the sides. 
After that it is 
transferred to be shaped and then it is fin­ 
ished. The machine is the simplest, in con­ 
struction of any in existence and the only 
one of its kind in the world. I make quite 
a specialty in shark hooks and have recent­ 
ly turned out the largest ou© ever known 
to be made. It was made out of five-eighths 
steel wire and is 2 feet in length—15 inches 
when shaped- The bend is 4LY inches in 
diameter and the barb is 3% inches deep. 
I calcu late that the book is capable of hold­ 
ing four or five tons and can get away with 
a pretty good shark."

St. Valentine cannot be beld responsible 
for the gilt cupids, irue-lovers’-knots and 
hearts pierced with arrows that pass be­ 
tween young people on the 14th of Febru­ 
ary. 
Ho was merely a grave and earnest 
bishop, who, as a reward for his efforts in 
converting tho heathen, was put to death 
by them at Rome on the 14th of February, 
somewhere about the year 270. How the 
popular way of commemorating this day 
arose is a m atter of guess work only, but 
the practice of re g a lin g it as the lovers’ 
anniversary is quite ancient. 
We in this 
country derive the practice of "sending 
valentines” from our English ancestors. 
But in England the ways of celebrating the 
d iy ave many, although tome of tho an­ 
cient customs are no longer observed, In 
ob,en times it was customary to deck the 
houses with evergreens in honor of It. Ben 
Jensen writes: 
G et some fresh hay, then, to lay lim ier foot, 
Konie holly and Ivy -o m ake flue tho posts; 
I»’t not Saint V alentine’* day? 
In Kent the girls still burn a holly boy on 
that day. while the , oys return tho compli­ 
ment by sacrificing an ivy girl. 
Tho distinguishing feature of the day, 
however, bas always been the choice of a 
lady or a cavalier for the following year. A 
faithful valentine was forced to escort his 
lady to all merrymakings and to carry out 
any command she m ight give nim, but 


making hora gift released him from hif 
obligations. 
One method of choice consisted in writ* 
ing the names of men and maidens upon 
slips of paper, so that they might draw lots, 
exactly in the fashion of the old Roman 
festival. Each person, of course, had two 
valentines, although the man regarded the 
one drawn by him as his true choice, 
I his custom was always accompanied by 
gifts. 
_ It was also a decree of the day that th* 
first individual ol the opposite sex seen by 
an unmarried person on S t Valentine’s 
morning should be his or her valentine. 
In that delightful record of English do­ 
mestic life in the reign of Charles IL. 
Pepy’s D lary.it is stated that married and 
siuglo were alike liable to be chosen. The 
entry for February 14, 1667. runs thus: 
“I his morning came up to my wife’s bed­ 
side little Will Mercer, to be lier valentine, 
and brought her name written upon blue 
paper in gold letters, done by himself, very 
pretty; and we were both well pleased with 
it. But I am also this year my wife’s valen­ 
tine, and it will cost me *;6, but that I must 
have laid out it we bad not been valen­ 
tines.” 
From which it may be inferred that th* 
gentleman was of a frugal turn of mind. 
Certain customs devoted now to Ail Hal­ 
low e’en wer*once in use on S t Valentine’s 
eve. A young lady writes, in the middle of 
♦be last century. 
"I ast Friday was Valentine’s day. and the 
night before I got five bay leaves, and 
pinned four of them to the tour corners of 
my pillow' and the fifth to the middle, aud 
then, if I dreamt of my sweetheart, Betty 
said we should be married before the year 
was out. 
"But, to make it more sure, I boiled an egg 
hard and took out the yolk and filled it with 
salt. and when I went to bed a • it, shell aud 
all. We also wrote our lovers’ names upon 
bits of paper, and rolled them up in clay and 
put them into w ater, and the first that rose 
up was to be our valentine.

I m en tally pat m yself on th e bead Ss I look 
o u t thro u g h m y open door a t th e snowies* 
ground, as I see th e blue, cloudless *kv, and 
g ratefu lly m iss th e sh u d d erin g > b ill w hich 
a t th is tim e of y ear g en erally strik es m e 
w hen I even look o u t of doors. 
W hen I first cam e dow n here, from long 
an d b in e" experience, I flew to sh u t th e 
accidentally-left-open door, and som ehow 
th e ch air nearest th e fireplace g en erally 
m anaged to enfold m e. 
B ut w hen no un­ 
pleasan t d ra u g h t g reeted 
my astonished 
sell. aud my lace grew uncom fortably w arm 
in my corner, it slow ly daw ned upon mo

Unco on th e o th e r side, you seem to have 
stepped back in to th e past a century or two. 
You find adobe houses, su rro u n d ed by m ud 
walls, instead of fences, an d th ese w alls 
surm ounted by h u n d red s of cactu s plants 
in lieu of our m o re m odern if less effective 
barb-w ii a 
It is no uncom m on sig h t to see 
a tw o-w heeled c a rt w ith each w heel hew n 
o u t of a solid log. 
T h eir iuel is chiefly 
m esquite, th e w ide sp read in g roots of a low, 
stu n te d tree, an d th e ir w ells a re certain ly 
unique. 
A fter 
th ey strik e 
w ater, 
in­ 
stead of low ering a b u ck et for it, they 
m ak e an inclined plane w ith steps in it, so 
th a t they can w alk oom fortably < ow n into 
th e well, till th e ir bucket, and clim b ou t 
a g ain ; so It has beeu w ittily said th a t M ex­ 
ico is a country w here th ey dig for wood 
au d clim b for w ater.
